NAVY GUARDS COMMERCE 


BY HON. FRANK KNOX 
Secretary of the Navy 


HERE are three principal routes 

along which we must protect our ocean 
trade: the North Atlantic route to Eu- 
rope, the sea lanes southward to both 
coasts of South America, and the long 
sweep across the Pacific westward to 
Australasia, the East Indies, and India. 
Each of these is of vital importance, not 
only to the United Staets, but to all the 
nations of the Americas. The North 
Atlantic, of course, no longer carries our 
tremendous peacetime trade with the 
continent of Europe. But the war has 
made this route even more important, 
for it is the lifeline of the British Isles— 
the last outpost of freedom in Europe. 
Over this route must pass the airplanes, 
the tanks, the guns, the food, and the 
oil necessary to support the beleaguered 
If this line is cut, 
80 that supplies from the Western Hemi- 
sphere no ionger reach Great Britain, 
those Islands will undoubtedly fall. And 
then what is the last democracy in 
Europe will become another province in 
the Nazi empire—an event with dire 
for every American repub- 
lie. 

Of no less importance is the trans- 
Pacific route to Australasia and the East 
Indies. From those regions the Amer- 
icas draw a long list of strategic mate- 
rials — tungsten, chrome, manganese, 
tung oil, rubber, hemp, tin, quinine, etc. 
Here are the magic ingredients which 
we must combine with our own resources 
to produce the metals and the machines 
out of which our vast industrial empire 
is built. For some of these, such as 
rubber, we can develop synthetic substi- 
tutes. For others, such as tin, we can 
find alternate sources of supply. But in 
either case, the cost, both in money and 
in time of production, will be tremen- 
dously increased. Here, again, it is im- 
perative that we keep open this vital 
trade route. 

Third, we come to the routes which 
connect us with our sister republies to 
the southward. From these regions we 
obtain our coffee, our primary supply of 
bauxite and secondary supplies of many 
other strategic materials—tin, rubber, 
copper, nitrates. Here, also, is a great 
market for American manufacturers. 
Both of these economic considerations 
have great weight, but there is an even 
more important factor. For here to the 
South of us are not only producers and 
customers but also friends and neigh- 
bors. Not for economic considerations 
alone, but also because of the close ties 
which bind us to our sister republics 
must we bend every effort to keep open 
the sea lines of communication with 
those republics 
the gates of friends. 

And finally, we must defend stalwartly, 
the approaches to the key point of our 
Oversea trade routes — the Panama 
Canal.

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Army “Plucking” Board 
Meets, Work Underway 


The Board of General Officers ap- 
pointed under the “plucking” law to rec- 
ommend officers for removal from the ac- 
tive list of the Regular Army began its 
sessions this week. 

It is understood that the board had be- 
fore it the cases of a number of officers 
who had been notified that they had been 
recommended preliminarily for removal 
from the active list and who chose not to 
retire voluntarily but to let their names 
go before the board for consideration. 

In addition, all officers who have less 
than 15 years and more than seven years 
service and who have been recommended 
for. removal must have their names sub- 
mitted to the board in order to secure re- 
tirement. This is necessary in view of the 
fact that there are no provisions of law 
(except physical disability) by which 
they can apply voluntarily for retirement. 

After the Board of Generals recom- 
mends an officer for removal, the Secre- 
tary can order his retirement. Everything 
about the board is secret: its member- 
ship, its place of meeting, and its time 
of meeting. 

At his press conference this week Sec- 
retary of War Stimson was asked what 
changes were expected in the officers’ 
corps as the result of the maneuvers. Mr. 
Stimson said that he was glad the sub- 
ject had been brought up because it gave 
him the opportunity to speak “very earn- 
estly” with the news correspondents in 
view of some reports which he said had 
accentuated the “purge.” 

“I hope the press will join the Army 
authorities,” he said, “in appreciating the 
difficulties of the situation and the dan- 
ger of doing injustice and causing hard- 
ship to individuais on one hand, and run 
ning the risk, on the other, of doing sume 
danger to discipline.” 

Mr. Stimson recalled that he himself 
had been a member of the National Guard 
for many years. This experience, he said, 
puts him in a situation where he can ap 
preciate with concern the hardship which 
may be imposed upon individual officers 
“when they find now that they are either 
too old or too inexperienced for the very 
arduous duty which is going to be asked 
of them in training these new forces.” 

The Secretary told the newsmen that 
if they write stories about “purging” of- 
ficers it will not be “very good for the 
men with the troops,” particularly in 
those units where changes are taking 
place. He said that the press could be of 
very great help if it would handle such 
matters with a “spirit of responsibility.” 

“It is very difficult,” Mr. Stimson said, 
“to tell a man who has worked hard for 
years in the service of his country that 
for reasons which he cannot control he 
is not quite able to make the grade. We 
want to make that as easy as we can. 
We consider it a paramount duty to our 
country and the men in the ranks that 
we secure for them the very best com- 
manders we possibly can. We realize, 
however, that actions are going to be 
taken that will create a great deal of 
hardship, as is the case in any sharp 
competition.” .

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Services Gather Data 
For Senate Pay Study 


Pending the actual convening of the 
Inter-departmental Pay Committee, rep- 
resentatives of the six uniformed services 
have been busily engaged gathering de 
tailed data on their pay schedules. 

The meetings of the board have not 
yet started because the Navy has not 
designated its representative. While no 
announcement has been made it is under- 
stood that the Navy will name only a 
naval officer who will speak for both the 
Navy and the Marine Corps. This was 
the procedure in the 1938 board. It is un 
derstood, however, that recommendations 
for the Navy's selection are awaiting 
Secretary’s Knox's approval. 

The G-1 Section of the War Depart 
ment General Staff and the Bureau of 
Navigation have collected yvolumunious 
figures, repor's and surveys covering their 
enlisted and commissioned pay problem, 
both from the standpoint of comparisons 
with previous years and with the cost of 
living. 

The other services-—-the Army, the 
Coast Guard, the Public Health Service 
and the Coast and Geodetic Survey—al 
ready have appointed their representa- 
tives, Names of these delegates were 
printed in last week’s issue of the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

Conferences of the services are being 
held pursuant to Senate Resolution 162, 
introduced by Senator Lister Hill, of Ala. 
Under that resolution, which calls for a 
broad study of service pay, the Secretary 
of War was requested to initiate meetings 
which would result in submission to the 
Senate of recommendations and drafts 
of legislation. 

Capitol officials expect to receive the 
recommendations in about two weeks. 
For, although the question of service pay 
appears to have endless ramifications, ac 
tually a great deal of the spade work 
was done by the Inter-Departmental Pay 
Board which met in 1988. Work of that 
board progressed no further than 
study stage because the board was un- 
able to offer a unanimous recommenda

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Army’s Emphasis on Youth for Troop Duty Wins Editorial Approval 3 


AKING use of the extensive maneuvers now in progress as background ma- 
M terial, newspaper editors throughout the country this week turned their atten- 
tion to the recent War Department announcement which lowers the age in grade for 
officers on duty with troop units. Virtually unanimously, these editors decided that 
this action is one which will aid National Defense. They tell their readers that 
officers relieved from duty with troop units and assigned to “inside” or “desk” posi- 
tions deserve much credit for their loyalty, and devotion to the service. 

The News-Tribune, Waltham, Mass., explains the War Department announce- 
ment in an editorial which says, “There will be no more second lieutenants over 30, 
captains over 42, colonels over 55, or even major generals of divisions over 62. Officers 
over these ages and now serving troops will be gradually transferred to ‘inside’ or 
‘desk’ jobs.” The News-Tribune then turns its attention to the maneuvers and the 
possible “plucking” of officers and says, “Maneuvers now going on are strenuous and 
exacting. They have approximated war conditions more closely than any similar 
maneuvers ever held in the United States. Deficiencies are apt to be starkly revealed. 
That is what maneuvers are for.” 

The Jacksonville, Fla., Journal says, “This sort of a weeding out always causes 
some disappointment and hardship, but it must be done. It should be remembered 
that those thus separated from active field command may be just as loyal, just as 
devoted, just as faithful as those who remain.” 

The Gazette, Trenton, N. J., localizes its comment to the 44th Division and after 
explaining that some National Guard officers of this unit will be relieved of field 
duty, says, “The value of their work cannot be overestimated. During the last year 
they have contributed materially through their knowledge, their experience and their 
zeal to the development of the new army.” 

The Post Tribune, Gary, Ind., notes that some officers will be “plucked” as a re- 
sult of the maneuvers now in progress, and says, “Here again, there is not neces- 
sarily any discredit to officers reclassified. But military leadership is a special quali- 
iy, and a man may have loyalty, willingness and many other good traits, yet not 
be cut out for active leadership of a military unit.” 


infusion of new ideas into the Army. The Tribune says, “It is impossible to place too 
great stress upon the necessity for having America’s defense in the hands of military 
leaders who understand the swiftly changing tecniques of warfare, who fully com. 
prhend the changes brought about by new weapons and altered conditions.” 

“The decision to put young men in charge, men as tough as those they are to 
command, is bound to give the rank and file more confidence in their organizations 
and greater respect for the service generally.” This is the thought expressed by 
the Bay City, Mich., Times. 

Explaining that duty means the most valuable service, the Scranton, Pa. 
Tribune says, “For those shifted around it is essential to remember that a man 
does his fullest duty when he is in a position which enables him to make his best 
contribution to the cause.” 

The Worcester, Mass., Gazette says, “The fact that it has been such a long, long 
trek for a young officer to advance up the line has been an obstacle to morale. Now, 
by a single move, thousands of those younger officers are to be promoted. Other 
thousands can be correspondingly more hopeful of speedier advancement.” 

Although the branch of the service under discussion is a different one, the 
thought expressed in a Boston, Mass., Post editorial is essentially the same—of a 
new accent on youth among officers. The Post explains that the Navy too has 
demonstrated a policy of lowering officers’ ages. The Post says, “Until quite recently 
few American naval officers could anticipate promotion to the grade of rear admiral] 
until after they had neared the 60 year mark. As a consequence there was a natural 
deterioration of morale among officers who had served many years under the flag and 
found themselves frustrated in their hopes for advancement.” The Post then explains 
that this attitude may soon disappear as a result of displayed evidences to pro 
mote younger men to higher grades. The Post continues, “The quite general demands 
for younger men in positions of naval responsibility has now had its effect, as 
can be seen in the navy’s announcement of the elevations of the 12 captains to 
become admirals (rear). Only one of the men,” the Post adds, “has reached 60 
and the average is 54 years and five months. The average new admiral, therefore,

Army Construction Duties 


After two days of hearings on the ques- 
tion of transferring all construction ac- 
tivities of the Army to the Corps of En- 
gineers, the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee failed to reach a decision on pro- 
posed legislation this week, and postponed 
any action until 7 Oct. 

On Tuesday, 7 Oct., the committee will 
meet to hear Brig. Gen. Brehon Somer- 
vell, chief of the Quartermaster Construc- 
tion Division, give his views on the pro- 
posal, 

Heard this week at lengthy sessions on 
30 Sept., and 1 Oct., were Under Secretary 
of War Patterson, Chief of Staff Mar- 
shall, Quartermaster General Gregory, 
Mr. M, J. Madigan, special adviser on 
construction to the Under Secretary of 
War, and Mr. W. H. Harrison, construc- 
tion chief of the Office of Production 
Management. All of these witnesses ex- 
cept General Gregory favored the pro- 
posed legislation, reported by the Senate 
last week as 8. 1884, 

The House has its own bill, H. R. 5630, 
but to expedite the legislation, Committee 
Chairman May at the outset of the hear- 
ings stated that the committee would con- 
sider the bill as based on the wording of 
S-1884. This Senate bill originally was 
identical with the House bill, but was 
amended by the Senators in several par- 
ticulars, for the most part of a clarifying 
nature, 

The first witness before the house com- 
mittee was Judge Patterson. The Under 
Secretary placed the formal statement he 
had read before the Senate in the record 
and proceeded with an informal, extem- 
poraneous argument, 

Chairman May inquired, “I assume that 
the transfer of Air Corps construction to 
the Corps of Engineers was to relieve the 
(Juartermaster Corps of part of a stupen- 
dous program,” , 

“That is right,” replied Mr. Patterson. 
“For the last year one third of the con- 
struction program has been carried on by 
the Corps of Engineers and two-thirds by 
the Quartermaster Corps.” 

Later a committee member was to 
characterize the Air Corps construction 
transfer as the “placing of the camel’s 
nose under the tent.” 

Said Judge Patterson, “I have not 
heard any criticism whatsoever of the 
manner in which the Corps of Engineers 
did the work. The Quartermaster Corps, 
considering the small size of its construc- 
tion division, did a very creditable job.— 
It is incongruous to have the building pro- 
gram of the Army in two places—the 
services were competing with one another 
for personnel, for contractors, for equip- 
ment.” 

very witness testified that the pro- 
posed transfer was not to be construed 





as a disparagement of the Quartermaster 
Corps. Nevertheless much of the com- 
mittee’s questioning was about the use 
of cost-plus-fixed-fee contracts, about the 
discrepancy between original camp con- 
struction estimates and final costs, Gen- 
eral Gregory visibly impressed members 
of the committee when he pointed out that 
the Quartermaster Corps’ original esti- 
mates were not far under final costs. The 
original estimates, said General Gregory, 
were $650 per man. The War Depart- 
ment asked Congress for $450 per man. 
Final cost was about $700 per man. 

At the same time, the Quartermaster 
General exonerated the department. He 
pointed out when the camp construction 
program was conceived, it was not known 
how long troops would remain in camp 
before proceeding to other theaters, Con- 
sequently, camp layouts were as simple 
as possible. Later, it was realized that 
the troops probably would remain at their 
training bases for an indefinite period, 
and more recreational and other facilities 
had to be provided. 

General Gregory also defended his 
corps for not having plans for the camps. 
He pointed to mobilization regulations 
which stated that troops would move to 
tent camps for brief training, then against 
the enemy. Nowhere in regulations, he 
emphasized, was it conceived that the na- 
tion would do what it never had done 
before—have an army in long-term train- 
ing in peacetime. 

Judge Patterson advanced three argu- 
ments in support of the transfer of con- 
struction activities. First, he said, the 
Corps of Engineers, due to its river and 
harbor work, was a going concern in 
peacetime and could therefore be better 
expanded in emergency. Second, all mem 
bers of the corps were experienced in en 
gineering. Third, the Corps of Engineers 
already were charged with construction 
and maintenance of fortifications and 
with construction in the theater of op- 
erations. The first reason, Judge Pat- 
terson said, also argued against creation 
of a separate construction corps which 
would atrophy in peacetime. 

Asked Representative Thomason, of 
Texas, ‘We'd have saved a lot of money, 
wouldn’t we, if the Corps of Engineers 
had been in charge from the beginning?” 

“I’m sure we would,” replied the Un- 
der Secretary. 

General Marshall’s’ testimony was 
brief. “I think this is a logical, wise mea- 
sure—one that should have been carried 
out long ago,” he said. “I think the pres- 
ent setup is illogical. I think the present 
proposal is eminently sound. I would say 
that the engineers have demonstrated 
more efficiency, as evinced by various 
transfers of engineers into the Construc- 
tion Branch, and finally giving it (that

branch) to an engineer.” 

General Marshall stated that he was 
sure there would be no discrimination 
against Quartermaster Corps officers in 
the new proposed agency, and later Gen- 
eral Gregory reiterated that belief. 

Mr. Harrison, of OPM, stated that both 
he and Director General Knudsen were 
in accord with the proposed bill. A single 
construction agency was essential, he de- 
clared, 

Mr. Madigan’s testimony was confined 
to technical aspects, and much of his time 
was spent in replying to questions about 
construction costs and the fixed-fee con- 
tract. 

General Gregory was frank. He left no 
doubt of his desire to retain construction, 
but made it clear that he, too, favored 
construction in a single branch, but 
thought the quartermasters could handle 
the job as well as the engineers. “But 
that is a matter for the War Department 
and the Congress to decide,” he said. 

He then made an impassioned plea for 
retention of real estate acquisition and of 
the functions of maintenance and repair. 
His arguments on the latter visibly im- 
pressed members of the committee, but 
his case for retention of real estate ac- 
quisition collapsed when in reply to a 
question by Representative Thomason, 
he admitted, “I think it would be well to 
have the acquisition of land in the same 
agency that handles construction.” 

His argument for retention of mainte- 
nance on the ground that a great part of 
maintenance was tied up in the purchase 
of small supplies, vested in post quarter- 
masters, definitely impressed the commit- 
tee to a far greater degree. 

Reiterating that maintenance and re 
pair was closely allied with supply, Gen- 
eral Gregory said, “Maintenance and re- 
pair is a continuing function which 
should not be placed on the shoulders of 
a combatant branch.” 

In reply to Representative Faddis’ 
question, “You believe the purpose of the 
bill would be carried out just as well if 
all construction were lodged in the con- 
struction division of the Quartermaster 
Corps?” General Gregory said positively, 
“Yea, sir.” 

The committee thereupon continued dis- 
cussion of the measure to 7 Oct., and took 
up other pending legislation. 


Rifle Inventor Honored 

The American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers recently announced Mr. John 
C. Garand of Springfield Armory, inven- 
tor of the semi-automatic rifle, now in 
use with the United States Army and 
Marine Corps, as the recipient of the 
Holley Medal for 1941. It was stated that 
the award is “in recognition of your in- 
vention and development of the semi- 





automatic rifle, which bears your name 
and has been adopted by the U. 8S. Army, 
a distinct contribution to our national 
defense.” 

The presentation will be made to Mr. 
Garand on Wednesday evening, 3 Dee. 
1941, at the Annual Dinner to be held 
during the Annual Meeting at the Hotel 
Astor, New York City. 





Fighting Names to Planes 

Names with a belligerent ring hereafter 
will mark the fighting planes of the Navy, 
on orders of the Secretary of the Navy. 

The orders, issued 1 Oct., supplant for 
popular use the prosaic letter-numeral 
designations heretofore characteristic of 
Navy plane identification for such color 
ful titles as “Wildeat,” “Corsair,” “King 
fisher,” ete. 

The new titles will be for popular use, 
the Secretary explained, and the old 
designations will remain in force and un 
changed for all official correspondence and 
dispatches. 

Here is the list of names and the cor- 
responding original designation: 

Fighters: Brewster F2A to be known 
as “Buffalo”; Grumman F4F to be known 
as “Wildeat,” and Vought F4U to be 
known as “Corsair.” 

Observation Scouts: Curtiss SO3C to be 
known as “Seagull,” and Navy OS2N and 
the Vought OS2U to be known as “King 
fishers.” 

Scout Bombers: Brewster SB2A to be 
known as “Buccaneer”; Curtiss SB2C to 
be known as “Helldiver”; Douglas SBD 
to be known as “Dauntless,” and Vought 
SB2U to be known as “Vindicator.” 

*atrol Bombers: Boeing PBB to be 
known as “Sea Ranger”; Martin PBM to 
be known as “Mariner”; Consolidated 
PBY to be known as “Catalina,” and Con 
solidated PB2Y to be known as “Coro- 
nado.” 

Torpedo Bombers: Douglas TBD to be 
known as “Devastator,” and Grumman 
TBF to be known as “Avenger.” 

In the case of airplanes built serially, 
the last numeral of the standard desig 
nation may be added to distinguish be 
tween modifications, thus F4F-3 may be 
designated “Wildeat III” and F4I'-4 may 
be designated “Wildeat IV.”

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General Marshall’s Address 

The Address of General George C. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff, to the Gradu- 
ates of the First Officer Candidate 
Schools, was as follows: 

“You are about to assume the most im- 
portant duty that our officers are called 
upon to perform—the direct command of 
combat units of American soldiers. To 
succeed requires two fundamental quali- 
fications — thorough professional knowl- 
edge and a capacity for leadership. The 
schools have done all that can be done 
in the limited time available to equip you 
professionally, and your technique of 
weapons and tactics should rapidly im- 
prove with further study and actual prac- 
tice. However, they cannot provide you 
with qualities of leadership—that cour- 
age and evident high purpose which com- 
mand the respect and loyalty of Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

“You were selected as officer-candidates 
because you gave evidence of possessing 
these qualifications. Whether or not you 
develop into truly capable leaders de- 
pends almost entirely upon you person- 
ally. 

Challenge to Ingenuity 

“Your school work has been under ideal 
conditions from an instructional stand- 
point; but when you join your organiza- 
tions, you will find many difficulties and 
deficiencies complicating your task. There 
will be shortages in equipment, for ex- 
ample. These are being made good as 
rapidly as possible, but so long as they 
exist they are a challenge to your in- 
genuity and not an invitation to fall back 
on an overdose of close order drill and 
the other necessary but stultifying mi 
nutia which so irked the Army of 1917 
that we still suffer from the repercus- 
sions. 

“Warfare today is a thing of swift 
movement—of rapid concentrations. It 
requires the building up of enormous fire 
power against successive objectives with 
breathtaking speed. It is not a game for 
the unimaginative plodder. Modern bat- 
tles are fought by platoon leaders. The 
carefully prepared plans of higher com- 
manders can do no more than project you 
to the line of departure at the proper 
time and place, in proper formation, and 
start you off in the right direction. There- 
after, the responsibility for results is al- 
most entirely yours. If you know your 
business of weapons and tactics, if you 
have inspired the complete confidence 
and loyalty of your men, things will go 
well on that section of the front. 

“There is a gulf between the drill 
ground or cantonment type of leadership 
and that necessary for the successful 
command of men when it may involve 
the question of sacrificing one’s life. Our 
Army differs from all other Armies. The 
very characteristics which make our men 
potentially the best soldiers in the world 
can be in some respects a possible source 
of weakness. Racially we are not a hom- 
ogeneous people, like the British for ex- 
ample, who can glorify a defeat by their 
stubborn tenacity and dogged discipline. 
We have no common racial group, and we 
have deliberately cultivated individual 
initiative and independence of thought 
and action. Our men are intelligent and 
resourceful to an unusual degree. These 
characteristics, these qualities may be, 
in effect, explosive or positively destruc- 
tive in a military organization, especially 
under adverse conditions, unless the lead- 
ership is wise and determined, and unless 
the leader commands the complete respect

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of his men. 
Qualities of an Officer 

“Never for an instant can you divest 
yourselves of the fact that you are of- 
ficers. On the athletic field, at the club, 
in civilian clothes, or even at home on 
leave, the fact that you are a commis- 
sioned officer in'the Army imposes a con- 
stant obligation to higher standards than 
might ordinarily seem normal or neces- 
sary for your personal guidance. A small 
dereliction becomes conspicuous, at times 
notorious, purely by reason of the fact 
that the individual concerned is a com- 
missioned officer. 

“But the evil result goes much further 
than a mere matter of unfortunate pub- 
licity. When you are commanding, lead- 
ing men under conditions where physical 
exhaustion and privations must be ig- 
nored; where the lives of men may be 
sacrificed, then, the efficiency of your 
leadership will depend only to a minor 
degree on your tactical or technical abil- 
ity. It will primarily be determined by 
your character, your reputation, not so 
much for courage—which will be accepted 
as a matter of course—but by the pre- 
vious reputation you have established for 
fairness, for that high-minded patriotic 
purpose, that quality of unswerving de- 
termination to carry through any mili- 
tary task assigned you. 

“The feeling which the men must hold 
for you is not to be compared to the popu- 
larity of a football coach or a leader of 
civie activities. Professional competence 
is essential to leadership and your knowl- 
edge of arms, equipment, and tactical 
operations must be clearly superior to 
that possessed by your subordinates; at 
the same time, you must command their 
respect above and beyond those qualities. 

Test of Leadership 

“It is difficult to make a clear picture 
of the obligations and requirements for an 
officer. Conditions of campaign and the 
demands of the battlefield are seldom ap- 
preciated except by veterans of such ex- 
periences. The necessity for discipline is 
never fully comprehended by the soldier 
until he has undergone the ordeal of bat- 
tle, and even then he lacks a basis of 
comparison—the contrast between the ac- 
tion of a disciplined regiment and the 
failure and probable disintegration of one 
which lacks that intangible quality. The 
quality of officers is tested to the limit 
during the long and trying periods of 
waiting, of marching here and there with- 
out evident purpose, and during those 
weeks or months of service under condi- 
tions of extreme discomfort or of possible 
privations or isolations. The true leader 
surmounts all of these difficulties, main 
taining the discipline of his unit and fur- 
ther developing its training. Where there 
is a deficiency of such leadership, serious 
results inevitably follow, and too often 
the criticism is directed to the conditions 
under which the unit labored rather than 
towards the individual who failed in his 
duty because he was found wanting in 
inherent ability to accept his responsibil- 
ities. 

“Remember that we are a people prone 
to be critical of everything except that for 
which we are personally responsible. Re- 
member also that to a soldier a certain 
amount of grousing appears to be neces- 
sary. However, there is a vast difference 
between these usually amusing reactions 
and the destructive and disloyal criti- 
cism of the undisciplined soldier. 

“Mental alertness, initiative, vision are 
qualities which you must cultivate. Pas- 
sive inactivity because you have not been 
given specific instructions to do this or to 
do that is a serious deficiency. Always 
encourage initiative on the part of your 
men, but initiative must, of course, be 
accompanied by intelligence. 

“Much of what I have said has been by 
way of repetition of one thought which 
I wish you gentlemen to carry with you to 
your new duties. You will be responsible 
for a unit in the Army of the United 
States in this great emergency. Its qual- 
ity, its discipline, its training will depend 
upon your leadership. Whatever deficien 
cies there are must be charged to your 
failure or incapacity. Remember this: 


the truly great leader overcomes all dif- 
ficulties, and campaigns and battles are 
nothing but a long series of difficulties to 
be overcome, The lack of equipment, the 





lack of food, the lack of this or that are 





only excuses; the real leader displays 
his quality in his triumphs over adver- 
sity, however great it may be. 

“Good luck to you. We expect great 
things of you. Your class is the first of 
which I believe will be the finest group 
of troop leaders in the world.” 


Flight Training in Grade 

The first contingent of students, num- 
bering about 1,000 strong, to be detailed 
to flight training under the provisions 
of Public Law 152 which provides for 
training in grade for Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard officers, will be started on 
or about 8 Nov., it was learned this week. 
Candidates for this training, which will 
be initiated in approximately 21 elemen- 
tary aviation schools’ of the Gulf and 
West Coast Training Centers, are al- 
ready being selected by the Office of the 
Chief of Air Corps, even though certain 
details of the program have not yet been 
clarified. 

At the same time, it was also learned 
that the Air Corps is laying the ground- 
work preparatory to starting classes in 
bombardier, navigation and meterology, 
for Reserve and National Guard officers 
under the authority contained in Pub- 
lic Law 152. These classes are expected 
to start as soon as final plans have been 
completed. 

At the present time, however, applica- 
tions are being accepted only for pilot 
training. Already approximately 400 
applications for flight training have been 
received by the Office of the Chief of Air 
Corps, and it is estimated that the num- 
ber of applications will reach the 2,000 
mark before the training begins early in 
November. It is to be noted that applica- 
tion forms for this training can be se- 
cured only from the Office of the Chief 
of Air Corps. 

The training being offered for pilots 
is identical with that offered to aviation 
“adets. Ten weeks will be spent in ele- 
mentary schools, 10 weeks in basic 
schools, and 10 weeks in advanced 
schools with specialized training near 
the end of the last 10 weeks to prepare 
the candidates for tactical exercises. 

This is the first pilot training ever of- 
fered to Reserve and National Guard of- 
ficers whereby they might enter training 
in the grade they hold at the time appli- 
cation for the training is made. Previ- 
ously this training was only offered to 
them after they were placed in an in- 
active status in the case of Reserve offi- 
cers; or discharged from service in the 
case of National Guard officers. In the 
event these officers successfully com- 
pleted the training they were com- 
missioned second liteutenants in the 
Air Corps Reserve. However, those who 
failed to pass the training and were 
“washed out” found themselves trying 
to get re-instated to their former grades 
or ranks—-a job that was accomplished 
only after considerable difficulty and after 
official red tape had been severed. At the 
same time another drawback that 
tended to prohibit Reserve and National 
Guard officers from applying for train- 
ing under the aviation cadet program 
was the required step-down from a 
higher rank in the case of any man be- 
ing above a second lieutenant; for at the 
completion of their pilot training they 
were given a second lieutenant’s com- 
mission where before they might have 
been first lieutenant or higher. 

Under the authority of Public Law 
152, these officers to enter flight train- 
ing (or later the courses in bombardier, 
navigation and meterology), will retain 
the rank they hold at the time their 
application is made; A captain or a first 
lieutenant in the Reserve or National 
Guard will still be a captain or a first 
lieutenant throughout his flight train- 
ing. Upon graduation from the train- 
ing they will retain their rank and be 
transferred to the Air Corps Reserve, In 
the event that they do not pass the 
training, they will merely be transferred 
back to the unit in which they were serv- 
ing at the time application was made— 
entirely without loss of rank. 

It is interesting to note that the re- 
quirements for this training, which have 
already been set up by the Chief of Air 
Corps and mentioned in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL some time ago, are very 
broad. Contrary to pilot training as 





heretofore carried on by the Air Corps, 
with the exception of a few Regular 
Army officers who have been given pilot 
training in grade, the requirements for 
the most part are based on the assump- 
tion that officers taking the course have 
had sufficient schooling. There is no 
mention in the requirements as to schel- 
astic ability or the extent of such school- 
ing. It is not required that officers tak- 
ing the course be unmarried. The stiff- 
est of the requirements is the physical ex- 
amination. As to age, it is required that 
applicants must have passed their 21st 
birthday but not have passed their 27th 
birthday. 

The same general requirements will 
apply to the bombardier, navigators and 
meterologist courses when they are 
started. A great deal of the necessary 
“paper work” preparatory to the start 
of these courses has already been com- 
pleted and it is quite possible that initial 
classes will start training before the 
end of the calendar year. Just how large 
these classes will be or where they will 
be held has not been determined as yet. 

At the present time the Office of the 
Chief of Air Corps is engaged in the re- 
instatement to their former ranks of the 
moderate number of Reserve or National 
Guard officers who gave up their com- 
missions to enter flight training as Avia- 
tion Cadets. It was stated this week that 
all Reserve or National officers who re- 
signed their commissions to enter Aviation 
Cadet training after passage of Public 
Law 152, are being re-instated to their 
former grades, 





Approve Longevity for Reserves 

Approval of H. R. 4869, which would 
permit enlisted men of the Naval and 
Marine Corps Reserve to count all ser- 
vice, active and inactive, in computing 
longevity pay was voiced by the Navy 
Department this week. 

The department, writing to the House 
Naval Committee, suggested that the bill 
be amended to include warrant officer re- 
servists. 

“Commissioned officers of the Naval 
Reserve and Marine Corps Reserve re- 
ceive full time longevity credit for all 
commissioned service in the Reserve, 
since 80 June 1925, whether active or in- 
active, whereas warrant officers and en- 
listed men receive no credit for inactive 
service or for active service for training. 
It appears only equitable that warrant 
officers and enlisted men should be per- 
mitted to count, for pay purposes, ser- 
vices which commissioned officers may 
count for that purpose.” 


Army Death Rate Low 

Figures compiled by the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army and released by the 
War Department this week reveal that 
the death rate during the calendar year 
of 1940, was 2.8 per 1,000 men—the low- 
est of record in the Army. This figure 
compares with 3.1 per 1,000 men in 1939. 

Admission to hospital was at the rate 
of 776.3 per 1,000 men, an increase from 
520 for 1939,

Rating Scale for Officer 
Candidates 


The War Department has devised a 
“rating seale” for candidates for officer 
candidate schools, contains 39 points, to 
be filled out and submitted by the com- 
manding officer of the man making ap- 
plication. 

Heading it is the statement “he pos- 
sesses requisite dignity of bearing.” This 
statement is, like the 38 others, to be 
answered “no, ?, or yes.” The question- 
mark is to be struck if there is doubt in 
the mind of the officer submitting the rat- 
ing scale, 

The new criterion of abilities and ap- 
titudes for a commission from one of the 
schools serves as a complete record of im- 
pressions of a company commander as to 
the possibility of a man making a good 
officer. 

Twelfth on the list is the statement: 
“He has a sense of humor.” Other im- 
portant ones are: “He aecepts good sug- 
gestions from others; his physical endur- 
ance is excellent. He accepts full re- 
sponsibility for his own work. He main- 


tains superior self command under 
stress.” 
The remainder follow: 


When conditions warrant he seeks compe- 
tent advice, 

Ile speaks and acts with assurance, 

He can play and execute valuable work on 
his own initiative. 

He adapts himself easily and quickly to 
changes in the conditions of his work. 

He uses calm judgment in the performance 
of his duties. 

He has the confidence and respect of his 
associates, 

He is alive to the value of making conces- 
sions under appropriate conditions. 

He grasps the essentials of a situation 
quickly, 

His opinions are 
sidered. 

He subordinates personal interests to de- 
mands of his assignment. 

He can always be counted on to give his 


logical and well con- 





full support regardless of his personal views. 

He remains level-headed when pressure ex- 
ists. 

He is accurate in reporting the facts about 
a situation. 
He can make a quick and valuable decision 
when necessary. 

He anticipates problems that are 
sponsibility. 

He is logical in presenting his ideas. 

He takes denials of his requests with good 
grace, 

He is aware of the limits of his authority. 

He inspires unusual confidence in the 
soundness of his judgment.

Army Warrant Officers 

First step in carrying out the provis- 
ions of the new law increasing the corps 
of warrant officers in the Army and set- 
ting up an additional grade was taken 
this week when The Adjutant General 
sent out warrants appointing 116 non- 
commissioned officers to the grade of 
warrant officer (junior grade). 

All of those appointed were on the 
existing eligible list. They will rank 
from 13 Sept. 1941. Their appointments, 
under the law, are probationary for 
three years. 

There were 235 non-commissioned of- 
ficers remaining on the eligible list. Of 
this number 116 are on active duty as 
reserve officers, and, hence, are not be- 
ing issued warrants at this time. How- 
ever, when they are relieved from duty 
as reserve officers they will be issued 
warrants and will rank from 13 Sept. 
just as though they had been appointed 
at this time. Of the remaining 119, re- 
ports have not been received on the 
physical examinations of three. The 
other 116 were issued warrants in the 
Army at large. The examination under 
which this group was qualified for ap- 
pointgnent in 1936 was based largely on 
clerical and administrative subjects. 
However, many of the successful candi- 
dates actually were qualified in various 


technical fields. Consequently, their 
records have been examined and the 
men reclassified according to their 
qualifications. They will be assigned for 
duty as follows:

quired besides the ten years’ service igs 
not known, but it is likely that some 
standards will be set up to assure that 
the men so promoted are able to carry 
out the additional responsibilities of the 
higher grade. 

Regulations are now in the process of 
formation covering the examinations for 
additional appointments to warrant of- 
ficer (junior grade).

U. S. COAST GUARD 








OAST Guard officials this week ap- 

peared before the House Appropria- 
tions Committee meeting in executive ses- 
sion to testify on matters pertaining to 
the $18,988,435 1942 Supplemental Appro- 
priation. As outlined in a message from 
President Roosevelt to the Speaker of 
the House this money would be utilized 
for general personnel expenses both in 
the field and at headquarters, for com- 
pletion of vessels already under construc- 
tion, for construction of new vessels, and 
for establishing additional aids to navi- 
gation. 

Under consideration by the House 
Committee on the Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries are two Coast Guard bills in- 
troduced by Representative Bland, of Va., 
chairman of the committee. One bill, H. 


Rt. 5509, reported in this column last 
week, authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to requisition or purchase 


motorboats, yachts, and similar vessels 
for Coast Guard use. The other bill, H. 
It. 5725, authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase or accept as gifts 
these vessels. 

Thus, while H. R. 5509 delegates the 
authority to requisition vessels for Coast 
Guard use, H. R. 5725 specifies that the 
vessels must be purchased or accepted as 
gifts, the latter authority not being set 
forth in H. R. 5509. Coast Guard officials 
this week explained that it is often the 
policy of a Congressional committee to 
have two similar bills under study sim- 
ultaneously, as is the case with H. R. 
5509 and 5725. 

The Committee on the Merchant Mar- 
ine and Fisheries this week reported fa- 
vorably H. R. 4226, a bill providing for 
the construction of a Coast Guard cutter 
designed for ice breaking and assistance 
work on the Great Lakes. This cutter 
would open ice-locked channels, concen-

inac, where the ice problem has not been 
effectively met by the cutter Escanaba, 
a vessel too small and too low powered 
to provide effective relief to private 
shipping during the ice season. 

Coast Guard enlistments for the month 
of September were up approximately 25 
per cent over August enlistments, Coast 
Guard Headquarters revealed this week. 
As of 29 Sept., the monthly enlistment 
in the Coast Guard was 1109 as compared 
with 923 during August. 

Continuing winning ways started with 
a 38-0 victory over Rhode Island State, 
the Coast Guard Academy football team 
last Saturday, 27 Sept., for the first time 
in a 14-year-old rivalry, defeated the 
University of Connecticut, 7-0. In a sus- 
tained drive, the Academy eleven moved 
from Connecticut’s 30-yard line to the 
rame-winning score. Frank Carter, half- 
back, scored on a run around left end, 
while Capt. John Thompson converted for 
the extra point. 

Capt. Willie Rea will lead the Coast 
Guard Academy cross-country team to- 
day, when it meets the Worcester Tech 
team in a run which will take place be- 
tween halves of the Academy-Worcester 
Tech football game. 

Rear Adm. Russell R. Waesche, Coast 
Guard Commandant, this week notified 
the Navy Department that 183 members 
of the crew of the motorship Ethel Sha- 
kel had been rescued by U. 8S.

W oun CONGRESS GAVE THE MONEY for the creation of the so-called Two 
Ocean Navy, the Navy Department was confronted not only with the necessity 
of providing the plans, placing contracts for hull and machinery and meeting the thou- 
sand and one other requirements of private shipbuilders and navy yard constructors, 
but of getting the guns for the batteries, and the ammunition for the guns. It was 
a herculean task, but how well it is being performed is shown by the progress made 
in all its aspects. Take for instance, the matter of guns. When the war began, 
the Navy had one gun factory, that at Washington, D, C., which is under the able 
administration of Rear Admiral] Pettingill. Such expansion of this factory as was 
possible was made, but it was apparent with the large number of ships to be built, 
the plant would not be able to provide the weapons at the time the hulls were ready. 
So last January, a contract was given to the Rust Company of Canton, Ohio, to erect 
a factory in that city, and the J. G. White Company was directed to build one at 
Louisville, Ky. Construction of a Third plant was begun at Centerline, Michigan. 
With pardonable pride, the Navy Department on 29 September announced the formal 
opening and acceptance of the Canton and Louisville plants, which are 92 per cent 
and 90 per cent respectively completed. The plants being operated by the Westing- 
house Electric Company, are already in partial production of guns. The Centerline 
plant, which will be finished within thirty days, will be operated by Hudson Motor 
Company. The three factories are interrelated units of a gun factory, and will be 
able to duplicate the output of the Naval Factory in Washington. If labor troubles 
be avoided, these establishments will provide our new ships with the guns they need, 
and replace those which become worn out from firing. Rear Admiral Blandy, in a 
speech opening the new plants, described them as the answer to Hitlerism. They are 
that, but they are also a tribute to the efficiency with which the Ordnance Bureau 
of the Navy is carrying out its work for the sea defense of the Nation. 

ESPITE a plethora of criticism of the United States Army’s lack of materiel, 
D the exercises just completed in Louisiana and the considered judgment of 
General George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, show quite conclusively that the human 
element, as in the past, is the important factor in warfare. Modern high speed, 
mechanized methods have accentuated rather than diminished the importance of 
personnel. General Marshall in a message to the graduates of the Officers Candidates 
Schools, whom he characterized as “the first of which I believe will be the finest 
group of troop leaders in the world,” contradicted the current criticism of the lack 
of weapons by cautioning the new officers that there will be a lack of equipment 
but warning them that so long as these difficulties exist “they are a challenge to your 
ingenuity and not an invitation to fall back on an overdose of close order drill 
and the other necessary but stultifying minutia which so irked the Army of 1917 
that we still suffer from the repercussions.” With like emphasis on the human 
element, Lieutenant General Lesley J. McNair, chief of staff of the General Head- 
quarters, spenking as director of the Army maneuvers, declared that “unless the 
training ceiling of officers is, raised, there will be no material lifting of standards 
and no material correction of the faults developed so clearly in these maneuvers.” 
Likewise, Lieutenant General Hugh A, Drum, addressing his First Army on the eve 
of its maneuvers, said that the most important decisive factor for success is individual 
and group initiative. “While the plan and d.rection must come from the top,” General 
Drum said, “the initiatite and drive must spring from the aggressiveness of the 
junior leaders.” Thus the weight of opinion of the foremost leaders of military 
thought shows that the most important single factor is the ability of leadership and 
initiative in officers, Of the high calibre of American soldiers there is no question ; 
but their great ability can not be utilized unless the leaders exhibit those qualities 
of command which inspire confidence. It is te this end that the training program of 
today is directed. There is too much of a tendency to believe that success in combat 
today depends entirely on quantities of tanks and airplanes, and too much of a 
tendency to belittle the hard work necessary for the training of personnel. Well 
trained, well led, determined troops fight their way to victory, but no Army, no 
matter how well equipped, ever has conquered others without discipline and leadership.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—A survey of Congressional sentiment establishes that the Presi- 
dent’s recommendations regarding the Neutrality Law will be adopted, and that 
there will be no substantial opposition to the bill appropriating an additional $6 
billions for Lend-Lease purposes. These matters have been the important subject 
of discussion in Washington this week. 

What has concerned the President in respect to them is the avoidance of a 
debate which would handicap his conduct of our foreign relations. At this time 
when Russia is fighting for life, and there is the constant danger that she might 
listen to a proposal for peace from Hitler, it obviously would be unwise for Con- 
gress to be the arena for denunciation of Soviet doctrines or for the adoption of a 
ban upon Lend-Lease aid to her. 

In order to allay Church criticism of the support we are giving to Moscow, the 
President, at a Press Conference on Tuesday, quoted the Soviet Constitution to 
prove that like that of our own, it provides for freedom of conscience, freedom of 
religion, and freedom to carry on propaganda against religion. According to the 
President these guarantees are essentially the same as those in the Bill of Rights, 
though we do not put them in the same way, and as to the provision for propaganda 
against religion, Mr. Roosevelt observed that a person could stand on Pennsylvania 
Avenue one day and preach Christianity, and preach against it the next day, with- 
out anything happening to him. 

By thus expressing his view of the identity of attitude toward religion of the 
two governments, the President sought to anticipate the charge expected to be made 
in Congress that he is supporting an anti-Christ country. His statement was made 
immediately after the Polish Ambassador had informed the State Department that 
“very shortly” 100,000 Poles would join the Russians in fighting the Germans, pro- 
vided the United States and Great Britain furnish the necessary equipment. He 
further asserted that the Polish Forces in Russia had been assured full freedom 
of worship. It will be recalled that only as late as 23 June last, when Germany be- 
gan her invasion of Russia, Under Secretary of State Welles issued a statement de- 
claring that freedom of worship had been denied the peoples by their Nazi and 
Soviet Governments, and describing. this and other Communistic doctrines as “in- 
tolerable” as were those of Nazi-ism. 

The volte face of the Administration on the attitude of Russia toward religion 
returns us to the fundamental policy that this Government does not know or in- 
quire into the religion of its citizens, and that their rights should not be impaired 
at home or abroad because of their beliefs. We have consistently maintained this 
policy in representations to foreign Governments, especially in the case of dis- 
crimination against Americans of Jewish faith. On occasions, we have expressed 
regret at the illiberality of certain nations, but have not denied their right to enact 
and enforce laws respecting the religious faith and observances of persons who 
receive this protection. We have intervened in behalf of the Jewish people in 
Russia and Roumania, and consistently have protected our Missionaries. But 
always the basic policy of freedom of worship has motivated our representations, 
and apparently it was to demonstrate that this is his attitude, as well as to correct 
Mr. Welles’ charge that such freedom did not exist in Soviet Russia, that the Presi- 
dent quoted the Soviet Constitution, Doubtless another reason was to induce Stalin, 
by indirect pressure, to put the constitutional provision into effect. It is expected 
his action will have repercussions in the Arab World, which the belligerents have 
been sedulously cultivating in order to gain its support. In the case of Turkey, for 
instance, as well as in the Near East, Egypt, India and Afghanistan, where Moham- 
medanism is practiced, tolerance on the part of the United States as reiterated by the 
President, may help the British effort to obtain the support of the Arab peoples. 

Clearly, it is important for the general effect, as well as that on Russia, that 
no restrictions be placed by Congress upon Lend-Lease aid to her. There is no 
doubt the Russian Armies have sustained bloody reverses, and official reports from 
Moscow are not as optimistic as the newspaper dispatches. Nevertheless, it is evident 
that the organization of Soviet Forces has not been destroyed, and that German 
operations will be slowed down by winter. It is interesting to note that German 
Army statements have prepared their people for a winter and even for a spring 
campaign, @nd that from Rome have come dispatches that the Soviets still have 
more than 20,000 planes and approximately 30,000 tanks. Perhaps these figures 
were purposely exaggerated, as is believed in Washington, in order to explain to 
the Italian people why the Russian campaign was not concluded successfully a 
month ago. Some such explanation was necessary because of the further rationing 
that has occurred in Italy. 

The nations which are either neutral or non-belligerent, attach great importance 
to the deseription of Britain’s position made by Winston Churchill to Parliameat 
on Wednesday. He said that Britain had climbed from a pit of peril to a fairly 
broad platesu, that Germany has a shortage of air power, and that shipping losses 
had been cut two-thirds in the last three months. He spoke of the support being re- 
ceived from the United States, and declared that only an upsurge of production here 
could keep the Red Armies indefinitely in the field. His report was followed by a 
speech by Secretary Knox before the American Bar Association in which he said 
that “eventually we shall lock Nazi Germany up in an iron ring, and within that 
ring of sea power she shall perish.” He further stated that to put it bluntly “we must 
join our force, our power to that of Britain, another great peace loving Nation, to 
stop new aggression.” Thus, the Axis Powers and the states which are not yet fighting 
are confronted by the complete cooperation of three powerful countries, Britain and 
Russia which are actively in war, and the United States, which has turned her pro- 
ductive capacity largely over for their use. 

In the Far East, it has become known that Japan is carrying out her obliga- 
tions to Germany under the Tripartite Pact by reenforcing her army in Manchuquo, 
thus preventing any reduction in strength of the Soviet forces in Siberia. No sub- 
stantial progress has been made in the negotiations between the United States and 
Japan, but they are continuing, and doubtless will do so until the fate of Russia is 
determined. The fact that time is being gained is regarded both by Washington 
and Tokyo as important, since some incident may occur which will facilitate the 
development of an understanding. 


Marine Corps—-Some 500 Marines of the 1st Division which is being transferred 
from Parris Island, 8. C., to the new Marine Corps installation at New River, 8. 
C., escaped with slight injuries on Tuesday when an Atlantic Coast Line train ran 





into a freight near Oakley, S. C. Except for bruises and slight injuries, none of the 
Marines were injured. The entire 1st Division is being transferred to the New 
River base in order to free the facilities of Parris Island station for the large ip. 
flux of recruits now swelling the strength of the Marine Corps. 

The Division of Public Relations, Headquarters, Marine Corps, which was 
organized last summer under the directorship of Brig. Gen. Robert L. Dennig is 
coming in for wealth of favorable comment as focal point of news distribution for 
the Marine Corps. The office is charged with gathering and passing on to the press, 
radio, and officials of the Marine Corps news not only from the Headquarters, but 
from the units in the field as well. The bureau gathers “spot news,” answers all 
types of questions, furnishes radio stations and the press with information re. 
garding recruiting activities, arranges programs for motion pictures and radio and 
the like. Personnel of the office in addition to General Dennig, now includes: Maj, 
George T. Van Derhoef, 2nd Lt. John W. Thomason, III, and 1st Sgt. W. J. Ship. 
man. 

It was learned this week that Headquarters, U. S. Marine Corps, now stationed 
in the Navy Building will move to the new Navy Building Arlington Annex, Arling- 
ton, Va., on or about 15 Oct. 

Approximately 50 parachute troops were graduated from the Parachute De- 
tachment school, Marine Barracks, Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, N. J., last week: 
almost immediptely another class of approximately 60 students took up parachute 
training at the school. Maj. M. L. Dawson, USMC, is commander of the school 
which was established nearly a year ago. The school trains parachute troops for 
the Marine Corps’ two parachute battalions at the rate of nearly 50 or 60 troopers 
every six weeks. 

Lt. Col. Harvey L. Miller has been appointed morale officer of the 1st Marine 


Corps Division commanded by Brig. Gen. Philip H. Torrey. Col. Miller will be 
assisted by Capt. Leon Brusiloff and Gunner Harry F. Volkman. 


The second recruiting poster painted by the noted artist James Montgomery 
Flagg, has been accepted by the Marine Corps for use in its program to increase 
enlistments. The lastest picture by the well known artist has just been completed 
and will be printed for distribution at an early date. Another picture by Mr. Flagg 
wis accepted by the Marine Corps about two months ago. It is entitled, “The 
Marines Have Landed” and depicts a landing force, with troop ships and airplanes 
in the background. 


Navy Press Branch—A revamping of the Navy Department's Office of Public Rela- 
tions, to provide for complete news coverage of the Department’s various branches, has 
been effected under the directorship of Comdr. Robert W. Berry, Press Relations 
Officer. The new set-up is designed to give the press the maximum amount of news 
available at the Navy Department and provides for daily visits of a member of 
the Press Section to each of the Department’s bureaus, branches or sections, It 
marks the first time that Press Relations officers have been assigned to “cover” the 
bureaus, the office heretofore relying on the yarious bureaus to send the Office of 
Public Relations whatever news they might have. 

Under the new system, the entire Office of Public Relations is run on a sharp 
parallel to a newspaper office. Three officers, Lt. (jg) Arthur A. Allen, Lt. Harold 
B. Saye, and Lt. (jg) Francis B. George, have been designated as “leg men,” as- 
signed to specific bureaus and charged with providing their “office” with the news 
that may be available for the press at those bureaus. They make daily visits to 
the bureaus, write their “stories” and pass them, after they are cleared by the 
bureau heads or executives, to Lt. Comdr. W. S. Warton, whose duties are similar 
to a city editor on a newspaper. Commander Berry acts as the “managing editor” 
and supervises the entire section. 

Of vital importance is the fact that the new set-up is coming in for a wealth 
of favorable comment from the various regular press representatives. A noticable 
increase in the number of press releases issued by the Department already has 
occurred and the news reporters are enthused over the content, style, and general 
nature of the stories that are now being turned out. 


Coast and Geodetic Survey—Rear Adm. L. ©. Colbert, Director of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, states that the great auroral display of September 1S and 19 
was an accompaniment of one of the greatest magnetic storms of recent history. 
The Coast and Geodetic Survey operates five observatories in the United States 
and its possessions where continuous observations of the magnetic elements are ob- 
tained. The observatory at Cheltenham, Md., near Washington, was able to obtain 
a complete record of the storm as it has been equipped recently with special instru- 
ments for this purpose. 

A range of nearly 4-4 degrees was recorded in the magnetic declination, known 
to mariners as the variation of the compass, and the ranges in horizontal and verti- 
cal intensity of the magnetic field were correspondingly large. This great dis- 
turbance extended over several days. It caused serious interference with radio 
reception and undoubtedly had noticeable effects on air and sea navigation, espe 
cially farther north where the storm was even more severe. 

The occurrence of this storm brings to attention the increasing importance of 
the service rendered by the Coast and Geodetic Survey in informing operators of 
radio systems, both military and civil, of the beginning and development of mag- 
netic disturbances. The prompt dissemination of this information permits the rout- 
ing of radio messages to avoid storm areas which sometimes entirely disrupt radi0 
communication. 


Navy Purchases—In an effort to spread Navy contract purchases over a wider 
field, Under Secretary of the Navy James Forrestal this week issued orders to all 
bureaus and offices of the Navy Department and to Marine Corps Headquarters call- 
ing upon procurement divisions to scan all prospective purchases and to divide them 
up into suitable size lots, thus facilitating the fulfillment of contracts and avoiding 
“backlogs.” 

At the same time Under Secretary Forrestal issued an order to all Navy bureaus 
and to Marine Corps Headquarters calling upon them to report as soon as possible 
their intentions to procure material. This would give contract bidders additional 
time to make arrangements for fulfilling the contract specifications. Another set of 
instructions provides for regional bidding, and is designed to distribute Navy contracts 
as much as possible in regions where there is unutilized industrial capacity. 


Army Air Foreces—The War Department this week designated three brigadier 
generals to head three of the bomber commands of the Army Air Force, which al- 
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though newly organized will constitute the striking arm of the Army Air Forces in 
that they will have the mission of destroying hostile installations and attacking 
enemy troop concentrations. 

Brig. Gen. Arnold N. Krogstad, will be chief of the Ist Bomber Command, Ist 
Air Force, with headquarters at Langley Fld., Va.; Brig. Gen. John B. Brooks, will 
command the 2nd Bomber Command, 2nd Air Force, with headquarters at Ft. George 
Wright, Wash.; and Brig. Gen. Follett Bradley will head the 3rd Bomber Command, 
ard Air Force, with headquarters at Drew Fld., Tampa, Fla. The chief of the 4th 
Bomber Command, 4th Air Force, has not yet been named. This command will have 
its headquarters at Tucson, Ariz. 

Presentation of the Edward 8S. Evans Trophy, to be given to the best glider pilot 
in the Army Air Forces, took place in the office of Maj. Gen. H. H. Arnold, Chief of 
the Army Air Forces, this week. General Arnold Accepted the trophy on behalf of 
the War Department. The trophy, a bronze replica of the Edward 8S. Evans silver 
trophy presented each year to the United States glider champion, is the first trophy 
of its kind offered for presentation to an Air Corps officer or enlisted man for pro- 
ficiency in glider piloting. 

The testing of the XTC-1 and the XTG-2, two-place training gliders, by the Army 
Air Corps was announced this week. The XTG-2, manufactured by the Schweizer 
Aircraft Corporation, Elmira, N. Y., has been delivered to the Materiel Division of the 
Air Corps on its testing laboratory at Wright Field, Ohio. The XTG-1 is undergoing 
preliminary test at the plant of the Frankfort Sailplane Co., Joliet, Il. Both gliders 
are two-place trainers equipped with standard glider flight and navigation instru- 
ments which include air speed indicator, altimeter, turn and bank indicator and 
compass. 

New facilities will be constructed at Santa Ana, and Chico, Calif., and Rosewell, 
N. M., when the Army Air Corps’ Moffett Field is transferred to the Navy next Spring. 
Moffett Field, which has housed the headquarters of the West Coast Air Corps Train- 
ing Center, is scheduled to be turned over to the Navy next April. Plans now eall for 
the establishment of a new headquarters and replacement training center at Santa 
Ana, Calif., and the construction of a basic flying school for cadet pilots at Chico, 
Calif., to provide for a continuation of the training facilities now furnished at Moffett 
Field. 

The establishment of five Air Corps Flying Schools and the redesignation of two 
others were announced this week by the War Department. Selection of sites and de- 
tails of construction for the schools were announced some time ago. The new schools, 
under the control of Maj. Gen. George H. Brett, Chief of the Air Corps, are as fol- 
lows: Advanced school, Mission, Tex.; and four Air Corps Basic Flying Schools 
located at Waco and Sherman, Tex., Enid, Okla., and Merced, Calif. 

The commanding generals of the Gulf Coast Air Corps Training Center at Ran- 
dolph Field, Tex., and the West Coast Air Corps Training Center at Moffett Field, 
Calif., have immediate supervision and jurisdiction of the schools. Maj. Gen, Barton 
K. Yount commands the West Coast training center. The post at the Gulf Coast center 
has been vacant since the transfer of Maj. Gen. Gerald C, Brant to Newfoundland. 

The 127th Observation Squadron of the Kansas National Guard, scheduled to be 
inducted 6 Oct., will be concentrated for temporary station at Ft. Leavenworth, Kan., 
until facilities at Brownwood, Tex., are available. 

Forty-two Air Corps units will be transferred to new permanent stations between 
10ct. and 1 Dee. The movement will be made when adequate facilities are available 
at the new stations.

{nfantry—The Hawaiian division at Schofield Barracks, designated as an Infantry 
square division, will be reorganized and split into two swift-striking triangular 
divisions. While complete detals of the reorganization are lacking, it is understood 
that the Hawaiian division has been bolstered by reinforcements until now it 
aggregates a strength slightly over 30,000 officers and men. This strength will be 
divided in half, and the two traingular divisions formed.

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Pay Dispute Over Bonus 

As a result of protest claims made by 
two Regular Army Reservists now on 
active duty, the Finance Department has 
submitted to the Comptroller General a 
request for a decision concerning the im- 
mediate payment of the $10 monthly bon- 
ys to Regular Army Reservists now on 
active duty. At the present time this 
yonus is being paid to Regular Army Re- 
grvists only if they have served at least 
one year under Public Law 96, approved 
7 Aug., 1940. 

It is the contention of the Regular 
Army Reservists that because of their 
prior service they are entitled to receive 
the bonus immediately. The Reservists 
cite AR 155-5 which state that they shall 
receive the same pay and allowances as 
members of the Regular Army of like 
grade and service. According to Section 
8 (b) of the Extension Service Act, en- 
listed personnel of the Regular Army are 
entitled to the bonus for each month of 
military service after 18 August, 1941, 
after their total military service rendered 
either before or after enactment of the 
act exceeds 12 months. Therefore, the Re- 
gervists Claim that they too are entiteld 
to the bonus. 

Section 8 (a) of the Extension Service 
Act, however, has become a source of 
contention since it is stated here that the 
honus may be paid to enlisted personnel 
of the National Guard of the United 
States or of any other reserve component 
of the Army of the United States ordered 
into the active military service under the 
law, who have served longer than 12 
nonths. The dispute arises over whether

Capt. Henry Bertrand Price, USN-Ret., 
who won the Navy Cross during the 
World War and who at one time was 
Governor of Guam, died in San Francisco, 
Calif., 28 Sept. 1941. 

Distinguished service as Commanding Offi- 
cer of the USS Dixie, and as temporary Senior 
Officer of the U. S. Naval Forces on the coast 
of Ireland, brought Captain Price the Navy 
Cross. 

In addition he held the Spanish Campaign 
Medal, the Philippine Medal, the Cuban Pacifi- 
cation Medal and the Victory Medal with 
Mobile Base Clasp, another World War award, 
He also was an Officer of the Order of Leo- 
pold, a distinction conferred upon him by 
Belgium.

He was commissioned Lieutenant (junior 
grade) from 3 March 1899; Lieutenant from 
$ March 1901; Lieutenant Commander from 
1 Jan. 1907; Commander from 1 July 1912, 
ind Captain from 1 July 1919.

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General McNair’s Comments 
At the conclusion of the first phase of 

the GHQ-directed maneuvers at Camp 

Polk, La., (14 to 19 Sept.) Lieutenant 

General Lesley J. MeNair, chief of staff, 

GHQ, spoke as follows: 

“GHQ feels unqualifiedly that the ma- 
neuver has been highly successful. All 
commanders and troops have a right to 
feel deep satisfaction. Both officers and 
men have shown themselves to be in 
prime physical condition—the first re- 
quisite of success in battle. In addition, 
upwards of half a million men have en- 
gaged in an entirely free maneuver, and 
have demonstrated their ability to move 
and fight soundly and effectively in ac- 
cordance with a tactical situation which 
at times has been both difficult and com- 
plex. It is reasonuble to regard the per- 
formance of troops in these maneuvers 
as an index of training progress during 
the past year, and the results are inspir- 
ing indeed. I could ask no more than that 
the coming year—if it be given to us for 
training—might show further progress as 
great as that of the year past. I am sure 
that General Marshall would share these 
views if he were present. 

Interest of Enlisted Men 

“Press correspondents on two occasions 
to my knowledge have indicated the view 
that large maneuvers are principally for 
the high commanders, and that they hold 
little or no interest for the enlisted per- 





sonnel. I dispute such a view flatly. It 


can be refuted by incidents without end. 
Outstanding in this connection is the 
tragic death during the maneuver of 
Private First Class Ernest E. White and 
Private Wilford Wilson, both of Company 
B, 150th Infantry, 38th Division. These 
two soldiers, along with other officers and 
enlisted men of this company, proposed 
and volunteered to swin the Cane River 
in order to further their company’s at- 
tack. At first their proposal was denied 
on account of the danger of the exploit, 
but they pleaded until their commander 
yielded a reluctant consent. The death 
of these fine soldiers was even more heroic 
than if it had occurred in battle, for such 
sacrifices are not expected in maneuvers. 
Private White and Private Wilson, in 
the name of our Country, I salute your 
memory. 


“It is appropriate to make clear at the 
outset why gas was barred from the ma- 
neuver. There is no implication that gas 
is unimportant, or that it will not be em- 
ployed in the future. The fact is, how- 
ever, that gas has not yet been employed 
in the current wars abroad. Accordingly 
it seems unnecessary and inappropriate 
that we here complicate our training by 
introducing gas—either actual or simu- 
lated—especially in view of the umpiring 
complications necessarily involved, It 
will be sufficient to introduce gas in our 
training if and when it is used by belli- 
gerents. 

“It may be of interest in connection 
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with maneuvers in general that this ma- 
neuver, the largest in our military his- 
tory, was directed without umpire wire 
lines as such, the limited telephone com- 
munications employed being confined to 
commercial circuits. However, liaison of- 
ficers of GHQ were sent out freely, part- 
ly by way of communication, and partly 
as observers. 
Light Discipline 

“Light discipline was both good and 
band—in some cases very bad. Evidently 
there is considerable feeling that the 
order for complete blackout forward of 
front-line division command posts, inclu- 
sive, is too severe and dangerous. This 
order was given after extended observa- 
tion of maneuvers over the entire United 
States. The feasibility of complete black- 
out on main highways as well as on dif- 
ficult terrain has been demonstrated by 
practical experience. Statistics show that 
the accident rate to date in these maneuv- 
ers is almost exactly the same as the 
average previous experience of the cur- 
rent year. If accidents occur under black- 
out conditions, the training of the unit 
is at fault, not the order. Ability to drive 
blackout under unfavorable conditions is 
a prime requisite of combat service, and 
may be gained more cheaply in peace than 
in war. The order will stand and it is de- 
sired that it be enforced. 

“There was comparatively little defen- 
sive action, but even when the attitude 
was definitely and formally defensive, 
there was no case noted where the ground 
was organized properly and adequately. 
There still is a lack of knowledge and 
Skill in the tactics of defending obstacles. 

“Excessive frontages were almost the 
rule, One division operated on a front of 
27 miles, another 20 miles. There were 
correspondingly extended frontages in 
the smaller units. 

“There were few cases indeed where 
the counterattack was employed in de- 
fensive action, although admittedly the 
counterattack is the soul of the defense. 

“Reconnaissance and security again 
were prime weaknesses of many units. 
In one case, a battalion in position was 
unaware of three regiments of infantry 
which approached within one-half mile. 
In another case an infantry unit was 
stopped by a destroyed culvert until an 
engineer officer reconnoitered and found 
a usable crossing about 200 yards distant. 

Field Artillery 

“The field artillery of a division in re- 
serve was not employed, although it could 
have supported readily a nearby division 
Which was engaged actively. 

“One division attacked with only one of 
its seven battalions of field artillery in 
action. 

“Attack orders in several cases pre- 
cluded field artillery reconnaissance and 
survey during daylight. The result was 
that there could be no artillery firing un- 
til daylight, and full effectiveness was not 
attained until considerably after daylight. 
Infantry and artillery commanders fre- 
quently were too far apart. 

“No case was observed where engineers 
were used as infantry—a commendable 
showing. The fullest possible use of en- 
gineers was not made in covering with- 
drawals with demolitions and obstacles. 

“The execution of demolitions in gen- 
eral was excellent. It was not always 
clear who should execute a prepared de- 
molition and under what circumstances. 

“The instructions to mark destroyed 
bridges with sheets visible to airplanes 
were carried out in but few cases. 

“The engineers constructed four pon- 
toon bridges over the Red River in com- 
mendable fashion. The length was from 
500 to 900 feet, and the time required, 
both day and night, was from 14% to 48 
hours. 

“Standing operating procedure appar- 
ently either is not understood by the 
troops of many units or there is a failure 
to comply with its provisions. While such 
procedure is highly advantageous, it may 
be employed only when and after it has 
become second nature to the unit, as a re- 
sult of continued training and supervis- 
ion. If proper training is lacking, the re- 
sults necessarily must be ineffective or 
even disastrous. 

Air Support 

“The maneuver was epoch-making in 

the matter of air support of ground 





troops. The large force of aviation jp. 
cluded not only Army, but Navy an 
Marine Corps as well. It can not be ep. 
phasized too strongly that the groun 
troops welcome this vital addition to their 
fighting power, and look forward with re. 
newed interest to continued operations 
with the powerful new air arm in the 
months to come. 

“It is a pleasure to report that, while 
air-ground cooperation in combat is rela. 
tively new in our service and is inherently 
complex, the results obtained were syp. 
prisingly effective and augur well for the 
future. 

“It is of interest to note the air logges 
as assessed by umpires: Red, 290 gir. 
planes; Blue, 211 airplanes. The causes 
of the losses were: 11% due to antiair. 
craft fire; 64% to air combat; 22% t 
attacks against airdromes; and 3% to 
accidents. 

“There were frequent cases of low-fly. 
ing by observation airplanes—below 100 
feet. 

“The maneuver in general failed to im. 
press the troops adequately with the ser. 
iousness of air attacks — especially 
igainst columns. There was little re 
sponse on the part of the troops. The 
condition doubtless is due partly to the 
habitual absence of actual air attacks 
heretofore, but remedial action must now 
be positive and aggressive. There can be 
no excuse for another Guadalajara. 

“There was a tendency to use antiair- 
craft units too freely for the protection 
of command posts and insufficiently for 
other targets, particularly exposed units 
in the forward areas. 

“In all cases observed, higher com 
manders indicated an axis of signal com- 
munication—a commendable condition 
and one which has not obtained with 
regularity heretofore. 

“Notable” Cavalry Feat 

“The ist Cavalry Division performed 
a notable feat in crossing the Sabine 
River by fording. Both animals and ve 
hicles were included. Prior to this o¢ 
easion, the whereabouts of the division 
had been unknown to Red. 

“The movement of armored units across 
the Red River at Shreveport on_ the 
morning of September 15th was a strik- 
ingly excellent performance—fast and in 
good order. 

“The performance by the 502d Para 
chute Battalion was an outstanding sue- 
cess, and it is regrettable that all troops 
could not have witnessed it. There were 
no accidents, although the unit was inex- 
perienced. It is to be emphasized that the 
operations of such units necessarily and 
properly include the commandeering of 
transportation, and the practice is ap 
plicable in maneuvers as well as in ac 
tive operations. 

Anti-Tank Defense 

“An outstanding feature of the m& 
neuver was the success attained in anth 
tunk defense, due principally to guns. 
While terrain hampered armored opera 
tions, it seems clear that the mobile antl 
tank gun defense now being developed 
gives promise of marked success. The tank 
threat has long been appreciated as per 
haps the most serious problem facing out 
Army, and the efforts directed to the solu- 
tion of the problem now are approaching 
definite form. It is probable that add 
tional antitank battalions—and perhaps 
larger units—will be formed, The rela- 
tive capabilities of the towed gun and the 
self-propelled gun mount are being tested. 
While many look with enthusiasm and 
favor on the self-propelled mount as the 
most suitable weapon against tanks, it is 
to be remembered that such a gun would 
operate necessarily under much the same 
conditions as the tank, and with the vital 
disadvantage of having little or no armor. 

“Mobile antitank guns may well view 
the results of the maneuver with sall& 
faction, yet should realize at the same 
time that there is much still to be accom 
plished. Their warning system must, be 
extended and developed to the highest ef 
ficiency. Their speed must be increase® 
Possibly the use of sirens should be it 
troduced. The command of widely sep® 
rated. units must be effective instantly i 
the interest:of rapid concentration at the 
time and place needed. 

“The use of antitank mines was les 
marked in this maneuver than im'many

previous ones, for reasons which are not 
dear. Possibly the number of natural ob- 
stacles and bridges made mines seem less 
necessary than ordinarily. Apparently 
the recent GHQ instructions as to dummy 
mines have not reached all elements. 
These instructions contemplate the use of 
poth practice mines (smoke bottles) and 
dummy mines under specific conditions. 
The object is to encourage more wide- 
spread use of mines than would be pos- 
sible with only the limited supply of prac- 

tice mines available. 
Traffic Jams 

“There were a large number of serious 
traffic jams. Fundamentally, it seems 
dear that traffic jams indicate poor com- 
mand and staff work in most cases. Units 
should not take the road, exposing them- 
wlves to attack, unless it is first assured 
that the road is free. It is quite impossible 
for the most efficient of military police to 
ynravel traffic jams when several units at- 
tempt to use the same road at the same 
time. It is better to leave units in position 
util they can move without delay, espe- 
dally field artillery and antiair, which 
are effective only when firing. 

“Supply in general was thoroughly ef- 
fective, a noteworthy feat, in view of the 
considerable forces and distances in- 
volved. However, prior preparations in- 
troduced an indeterminate amount of un- 
reality. A more conclusive test will be 
afforded by the next phase. 

“Cases were noted where both com- 
manders and G-4’s failed to exercise the 
dose supervision of supply which its im- 
portance demands. It is insuflicient to 
wait for troubles to occur; they must be 
anticipated and prevented. There must 
be close cooperation between G-3 and 
G4. 

“In some cases, railhead distribution 
was made with no schedule of units and 
times. The result inevitably was danger- 
ous congestion at the railhead. Troops 
were not notified in all cases of changes 
in the location of the railhead. 

Ammunition Supply 

“The play of ammunition supply still is 
defective and unreal. Unquestionably 
many of the apparently rapid troop 
movements were possible only by ignor 
iIgg ammunition supply and using am- 
munition trucks for troops. While shut- 
tling has its proper place, commanders 
sem prone to forget that troops and am- 
munition both can not move in the same 
trucks and at the same time. The choice 
ils between these two is a command de- 
(sion, and the commander who decides 
that his infantry will ride can not escape 
the consequences of a lack or absence of 
immunition. 

“Motor maintenance is becoming a se- 
nous problem during maneuvers. It is un- 
tal and unreasonable to put off mainte- 
tanee until the maneuver is over. Ac- 
live campaigns are not marked with in- 
lerludes for truck maintenance. Person- 
tel and means are provided for mainte- 
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nance during operations and it must be 
insisted upon. 

“Kitchens generally were concealed 
poorly, used lights too freely, and built 
open fires. 

“Police of bivouacs was quite uniform- 
ly poor, in certain cases atrociously so 
and a reflection on discipline, training, 
and command. 

“The maneuver was marked by at least 
one instance of a Blue unit which pro- 
ceeded to the Red River, far beyond the 
limit of reconnaissance, and some five 
hours before the time set. Such inci- 
dents are not only violations of orders 
and discipline, but they show poor sports- 
manship and unworthy motives. 

“There was considerable firing of blank 
small arms ammunition against airplanes. 
Such firing accomplishes no useful pur- 
pose and consumes an all too meager sup- 
ply of blank ammunition which is needed 
badly for other purposes. 

“One airplane was struck in the wing 
by a caliber .30 bullet. One soldier was 
wounded in the thigh by a bullet. There 
were not a few cases of liquid smoke bot- 
tles being hurled at tanks with injury to 
tank personnel. Command apparently 
still is ineffective in this connection, since 
such cases have occurred previously. 

There were several incidents involving 
the removal or concealment of identifica- 
tions and entry into hostile lines on va- 
rious trick exploits. Such actions, clearly 
impossible in war, are unworthy of the 
great majority of right-minded troops. It 
is desired positively that there be no oc- 
casions which involve the use of civilian 
personnel or means, since the counter- 
measures which would be applied in war 
are impracticable under maneuver condi 
tions. 

“It has been reported that many troop 
units were held on the alert unnecessarily 
during the night of 14-15 September. It 
is an important function of command to 
afford troops all possible rest. The diree- 
tor will issue instructions for the begin- 
ning of a maneuver in a manner such as 
will avoid unnecessary loss of sleep by 
the troops, provided command is exer- 
cised properly. 

“Observers tend to congregate along 
roads at points where action is antici 
pated—particularly between tanks and 
antitank guns. It is requested earnestly 
that observers show consideration for the 
troops by not obstructing the area of con- 
tact, and by not revealing the position of 
concealed installations. Both observer 
and umpires are expected to conform to 
blackout conditions.”

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General Drum’s Address 
Monroe, N. C.—‘“Force and superior 
force only will save us in this national 
crisis,” Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, com- 
manding general of the First Army, said 
here 3 Oct. at the conference which 
opened the First Army’s 1941 maneuvers. 
His audience included the Governors of 
North and South Carolina, other dis- 
tinguished guests, and 12,000 officers and 
non-commissioned officers of his com- 
mand. Approximately 290,000 other of- 
ficers and enlisted men of the First Army 
heard General Drum’s remarks as they 
were broadcast to camps in the Carolina 


Maneuver Area where the First Army 
will spend October and November in 
training exercises, 

General Drum said that “we Ameri- 


cans are faced with war under circum- 
stances predicating the severest war test 
the nation has ever faced.” “Whether we 
shall be forced into war and what the 
outcome will be,” he said, “will depend, 
in my humble opinion, on the spirit, the 
unity and the determination of our people 
to meet this crisis before an avalanche 
of hostile military might moves to over- 
whelm us.” After reviewing many of 
the international problems which con- 
front the American people today, General 
Dbrum continued as follows: 

“Let us as a primary objective of these 
maneuvers endeavor to visualize in true 
prospective the composition of this field 
army, the type and kind of units com 
prised therein, and their tactical, supply, 
and evacuation functions. Such a vision 
is essential to cooperative and team ac- 
tion on the part of all. 

“We may summarize briefly and 
general terms the main agencies 
units of our field army as follows: 

1. Information Agencies: army air recon 
naissance; mechanized and horse cavalry; 
radio interception units; flash and sound 
range units; air warning service units; sples; 
prisoners of war; special observation units, 


2. Battle Agencies: air interceptor com 
mands; air support combat units; antiair 
craft services; army corps and troops; in 
fantry divisions; armored divisions; tank 
groups; tank attack groups; army artillery 
units; army chemical units; pontoon units, 


%. Service Agencies: communications of all 


type; ammunition supply; evacuation system ; 
supplies--food, gasoline, oll, clothes, ete.; 
engineer—road, bridge, obstacles, water, ete, 


“These various units and services com 
prise hundreds of thousands of indivi- 
duals; thousands of guns, tanks, and 
other weapons; thousands of vehicles; 
tons of ammunition, food, and other sup 
plies. They form a complicated machine 
which requires sound organization and 
cooperative team work to insure success 
in battle and in maintenance. With a 
sound conception of its organization and 
functioning, the most important decisive 


factor for its success is individual and 
group initiative. While the plan and 
direction must come from the top, the 


initiative and drive must spring from the 
aggressiveness of the junior leaders, 

“It is a fair estimate of the importance 
of the planning phase to consider it as 
twenty-five per cent of the whole effort. 
This means that seventy-five per cent of 
the whole effort is the result of aggres- 
sive leadership on the part of those offi- 
cers and enlisted men who carry out the 
plans. 

Special Topics 
“In this brief talk I can stress only a 


few salient training points for your 
special consideration; however, they 


have a direct bearing on your previous 
training. 

“1, Junior Leadership: 

“a. Welfare of command—The welfare 
of the men in the ranks is a primary re- 
sponsibility of commanders of all grades, 
Their daily tasks in camp or campaign 
are never completed until commanders 
personnally know that their men are fed, 
have water, and in the presence of an 
enemy are protected against surprise and 
raids. The delegating of such matters 
to subordinate noncommissioned officers, 
is contrary to true American leadership 
and tradition. 

“b. Physical condition and stamina 
Modern war demands greater physical 
exertion and the withstanding of more 
severe hardship than previous wars. The 
mind and body must be trained to meet 
such conditions on the part of all ranks. 
Officers must be examples and lead their 








men in these particulars. Long marches 
and long hours without rest will be re- 
quired. Night work will be normal. 
Officers and men must maintain them- 
selves in physical condition to meet the 
requirements of a vigorous training pro- 
gram and the requirements of modern 
battle. 

“ce, Knowledge of situations — The 
American soldier is intelligent, has re- 
sourcefulness, and a desire to succeed. 
These qualities are not fully utilized 
unless the circumstances, plans, and ob- 
jectives of situations are made known 
to him. Leaders are responsible that 
their men know and understand what 
the High Command desires to accom- 
plish. So long as definite objectives are 
known to men, they will follow good 
leadership under severe and trying con- 
ditions, 

“d. Efficiency of smaller units—In 
practically all our training tests, an out- 
standing weakness has been the lack of 
sound leadership and tactical dispositions 
in companies, batteries, and battalions. 
The junior leaders are not well trained 
and do not instruct their commands in 
battle tactics, patrolling, outposts, and 
in utilization of supporting weapons. 
They need a more comprehensive picture 
of battle and the part their units are to 
play therein. 

“2. Visualization of Battle 
“a. The indoctrination of a command 

The indoctrination of a command in the 
adopted principles for the conduct of 
battle is essential to team play and for 
the coordination of the various arms and 
agencies in an army. Not all of our lead-

The decision of the Supply, Priorities 
and Allocations Board to increase by 10,- 
000,000 tons the steel production capacity 
of the Nation, will be executed by existing 
steel concerns, and financed by the Govy- 
ernment. There is talk of adding an ad- 
ditional 5,000,000 tons capacity in order 
that the country may be prepared to meet 
any situation that may arise, For in- 
stance, OPM officials regard it as desirable 
to have large steel plants on the Pacific 
Coast so that if the Panama Canal be 
cut or traffic through it interrupted for 
any reason, it will not be necessary to 
overload the railroads with long and 
heavy hauls from the East and Middle 
West for Pacific Coast consumption. The 
West Coast program contemplates con- 
struction of plants capable of producing 
1,865,300 tons of ingots in California, Ore- 
gon and Washington. The cost of the proj- 
ects will run between $1.25 billions and 
$2 billions dependent upon whether the 
additional 5 million ton plant is built. In 
order to assure sufficient armor plate for 
Naval vessels, the OPM has recommended 
that the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion loan $85 million to expand its armor 
plate and heavy forging capacity. 

The House Banking and Currency 
Committee has practically completed its 
hearings on the Administration’s anti- 
inflation bill. In order to offset the strong 
movement in progress for the inclusion of 
wages and farm prices in the authority of 
the Price Control Administration, Labor 
is arguing we should follow the English 
practice, which provides for free adjust- 
ment of pay disputes, and Senator 
Thomas, of Oklahoma, has called a meet- 
ing of Governors and agriculturists of 
farm states to discuss price legislation 
which means that politically powerful 
pressure will be brought to bear on Con- 
gress to prevent any limitation upon farm 
prices. Secretary Morgenthau’s proposal 
to limit net profits of corporations to 6 
per cent, the Government to take over any 
excess thereof, received such a reaction 
in Congress and the country that it has 
heen postponed for the present. In its 
stead the White House has announced 
that the President will recommend a 
broad expansion of the Social Security 
system. If his recommendation be 
adopted, some 27,000,000 more persons, in- 
cluding domestic servants, farm laborers 
and casual laborers, will enjoy old age and 
insurance benefits. In order to provide 
the funds to meet the expense involved, 
new tax levies will be proposed. The 
money thus collected as in the past will 
pass into the Treasury where it may be 
expended for any purpose, and thus Gov- 
ernment receipts will be increased. It is 
claimed the additional taxes will have an 
anti-inflationary effect, but it would seem 
that a more direct means toward that 
end should be employed. 

The supplemental Lend-Lease appro- 
priation of $6 billions will be reported 
favorably to the House probably next 
week. The President is planning to as- 
sign a substantial part of it to the Soviet 
Government. The Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation already has advanced $30 
million out of $50 million to the Amtorg 
Trading Company as an advance to be 
used in buying supplies for transshipment 
to Russia. A Lease-Lend agreement has 
been signed with Brazil whereby approxi- 
mately $100 million will be employed for 
the defense of that country, particularly 
at Recife and other points on the Atlantic 
bulge of that country, Lend-Lease aid is 
being given also to Haiti, Paraguay and 
Uruguay, and will be given to Santo Do- 
mingo and all other sister-republies of 
this Hemisphere.

Navy Guards Commerce 
(Continued from First Page) 
east and west coasts of the United 
States must make the weary, exposed 
voyage, thousands of miles long, around 
Cape Horn. 

Here, then, are the strategic sea routes 
which the United States is determined 
must be kept open to our shipping and 
that of our friends. To carry this out is 
indeed a tremendous task. From San 
Francisco to Batavia is more than 7,600 
miles. From Philadelphia to Buenos 
Aires is almost 6,000 miles. From New 
York to Liverpool is over 38,000 miles. 
Ilere is a total, roughly, of over 16,000 
miles of open sea in which hostile raiders 
may fall upon our shipping. Yet, with 
proper organization we can do the job. 
It takes ships, men, and bases, all of 
which cost money. But it will be worth 


it. These are the routes on which the 
safety of the Western Hemisphere de- 
pends. Indeed, we may say these are 


the routes upon which depends the sur- 
vival of every free nation in the world. 
Neutrality Act “Fails Purpose” 

In the past we have tried to preserve 
American shipping and American com- 
merce by a purely negative approach, 
through the various neutrality acts. 
These statutes forbid American shipping 
to carry goods to any belligerent in a 


combat zone, And they prevent our 
vessels) from carrying any armament 


other than small arms. In other words, 
we have tried to keep our shipping out 
of trouble by freely surrendering our 
traditional rights upon the high seas. 

Today that policy has proved, on the 
whole, a failure. It has failed because 
of two things. First, we have found that 
there are more important things in this 
world than the preservation of our ships 
und goods. We have become increas- 
ingly conscious of the tremendous issues 
which hinge upon the outcome of the 
present war. We have found that the 
price of peace at any price is incaleula- 
ble. Our interest and, indeed, the in- 
terests of every citizen of the Western 
Hemisphere, are overwhelmingly bound 
up with those of the Allies. Their vice- 
tory wil give us all a chance to build a 
braver and a wiser world. Their defeat 
would create «a tremendous threat to the 
survival of every one of us. Yet, when 
we have come to send our help to these 
friends whose interests are so closely 
identified with ours, we have found that 
these very laws regulating our shipping 
have handicapped us every time. And, 
in the second place, these laws do not 
even provide the limited security which 
they were intended to give. Our ships 
have been sunk on the high seas while 
earrying nonmilitary goods to ports far 
from the zones of fighting. 

I was against the Neutrality Acts at 
the time of their passage. Since then I 
have repeatedly expressed my continued 
opposition to them. Today, I can only 
once again urge their repeal. They are 
a continued obstacle in the way of suc- 
cessful aid to those countries upon which 
our future so much depends. 

Of course, if we become an active bel- 
ligerent in the war, the Neutrality Act 
will no longer apply and we would be 
free to take all steps to aid our friends 
and protect our commerce in all waters 
of the globe. But today we still are 
hampered by its provisions, 

Commerce Protection—Methods 

There are two general methods we can 
follow in protecting our commerce from 
attacks by hostile raiders. The first of 
these is to take the offensive. This 
means to search out and destroy hostile 
craft, whether airplanes, surface raiders, 
or submarines, wherever they may be 
found. Thus, in the Civil War the 
Kearsarge tracked down and destroyed 
the famous Alabama, and in the World 
War the British drove from the seas 
such raiders as the Hmden, This is the 
surest way of ridding the seas of hos- 
tile vessels. But it also a most diffi- 
cult way. The seas are wide. Sub- 


marines strike and hide in the depths: 
airplanes strike and return immediately 





to their bases. An all-out hunt requires 
un immense number of cruisers, destroy- 
ers, aircaft, and carriers to patrol the 
sea lanes. 

The other way of protecting our ship- 
ping is defensive. Instead of seeking 
out the raiders, we wait for them to at- 
tack our hsipping and then catch them 


in the act, or at least fight them off. 
In other words, we set up a convoy sys- 
tem. There is nothing new about con- 
voys. The Spaniards used them to 


bring home their treasure ships from the 
Americas, and later the British adopted 
them to counter the ravages of priva- 
teers. Conveys fell into disuse, however, 


and were not revived until the World 
War. 
In the first months of that war, the 


British relied on the offensive method 
alone to protect their shipping; that is, 
they started an intensive hunt for enemy 


raiders all along the sea lanes. As the 
War progressed it became more and 
more evident that this was not enough. 
Tonnage losses rose stendily until the 
very survival of the British Isles was 
threatened. Only then did the British 


go back and adopt the earlier convoy sys- 
tem. It worked. Lasses dropped and 
the British Empire was saved. 

Need for Bases 

It should be noted that both offensive 
and defensive methods of commerce 
protection rely heavily upon one thing 
bases. If we are to hunt down and de- 
stroy enemy raiders our patrol vessels 
must have bases to which they can re- 
turn between cruises for refueling and 
refitting. These bases must be near the 
scene of enemy operations in order that 
our vessels may be away from the scene 
of action for as short a time as possible. 
The success of the British in hunting 
down hostile surface raiders in the 
World War was largely due to the many 
naval bases which they have scattered 
all along the major trade routes of the 
world, enabling them to throw a net of 
small vessels across the path of enemy 
ships. 

Bases are equally 
establishment of an 
patrol system. The ships which make 
up a convoy must have sheltered har- 
hors in which to gather in formation be- 
fere setting out on the dangerous seas 
with their escort craft. The escorting 
vessels must also have bases where they 
can refit and refuel and give their men 
a chance to relax on shore. Here again 
the value of a base depends directly 
upon its nearness to the sea lanes along 
which the convoys are to pass, 

Until recently the United States has 
heen sadly deficient in oversea bases open 
to our use, particularly in bases adapted 
to the protection of our commerce. 
Ilowever, recent developments have 
creatly improved the situation. Our 
temporary occupation of Greenland and 
Iceland has provided us with two bases 
along the North Atlantic route to the 
British Isles. The Caribbean and Brit- 
ish Guiana harbors which we have ac- 
quired from Britain serve to protect a 
portion of the reute to South America, 
Our bases on the Panama Canal partially 
cover the lanes to the western coast of 
South America. We are still deficient, 
however, in naval stations to protect our 
commerce along the sea lanes to the East 
Indies and Australasia. To be sure, we 
have recently established seaplane bases 
on Johnston Island, Palmyra Island, and 
Samoa which will partly remedy this lack 
by enabling us to use our giant patrol 
planes in this area. But we still lack 
bases from which we can operate sur- 
face craft in the South Pacific.

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Merchant Marine 

“This isa memorable day in the history 
of American shipping,” said Preside 
Roosevelt in a special Liberty Fleet Day 
messuge, Which was recorded and broad 
cast at the launching ceremonies of 4 
vessels in shipyards in all parts of th 
country on Saturday, 27 Sept. The Pregj 
dent in his message said, “We Propose 
that these ships sail the seas as they ay 
intended to. We propose to the best of oy 
ability,” the message continued, “to pro 
tect them from torpedo, from shell, o 
from bomb.” 

First of three Liberty ships to py 
launched, the Patrick Henry slid dow, 
the ways early in the afternoon, while the 
Star of Oregon and the John C. Fremont. 
other Liberty ships, were later launched 
at Portland, Ore., and Los Angeles, Calif. 
respectively. The Liberty Ship, of whic 
hundreds are under order, is being turned 
out by American shipyards in from fow 
and a half to six months, half the time it 
took to launch emergency vessels during 
the World War. 

Other ships launched on Liberty Fleet 
Day included an Army transport, th 
Frederick Funston ; two ships destined for 
Britain; one C-8 passenger-cargo vessel 
an oil tanker, and six regular Maritiny 
program cargo vessels. 

Shipping Assigned 

The Maritime Commission announced 
this week that eight additional foreig 
ships, taken over by the commission uw 
der the terms of the Ship Requisition Ae 
have been allocated for charter by Ameri 
can operators in national defense trad 
routes. This group includes four Italiay 
vessels, three Danish, and one Estonian 
At the same time, the commission an 
nounced that three United States cary 
ships have been allocated to expedite 
movement of nitrates from South America 
to the United States. The addition of 
these vessels brings to eight the number 
of American vessels engaged in transport 
ing nitrates. 

Manning Legislat‘on 

Signed by the President this week wer 
two bills relating to manning of vessels 
during the emergency. One bill, HR 
4446, would permit one half of the abl 
seamen aboard any vessel or vessels desig 
nated by the Secretary of Commerce to lk 
able seamen of only one year’s servic 
The other bill, H.R. 4946, permits seagoing 
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barges to be manned by men 19 years of 
age or over, who have had one year’s set 
vice.

Adding to the popular belief that “ifs

ers in regimental grades have acquired 
this essential picture. The following basic 
steps may appear academic, but they are 
seldom practiced. They should guide in 
troop leadership : 

“First—-Find the enemy; learn his 
strength, dispositions and movements. 
Insure that this information reaches the 
higher commander. Never lose contact 
with the enemy once gained. 

“Second—Utilize a portion of your 
force to develop the enemy. Make him 
“show his hand,” and then pin him down. 

“Third—Strike with your main force, 
so as to destroy him, generally by a flank 
and rear movement. 

“Coordinate all agencies—air, artillery 
armoured forces, in a concentric blow to 
insure destructive results. We read of 
‘incher’ movements, ‘encirclements,’ 
penetrations and subsequent creations of 
‘jslands’ surrounded by local forces. All 
these catch phrases have the same mean- 
ing. Secure a position permitting con- 
centric application of fire power for the 
destruction of an enemy. Exercise initia- 
tive in applying these principles of pro- 
cedure and stimulate exercise of initia- 
tive by subordinates in carrying out these 
tasks. 

“bh. Air support of ground forces 
Armored—-mechanized forces in large 
units, parachute troops, airborne troops, 
and speed of operation are decisive de- 
velopments in recent European cam- 
paigns. First Army training memoranda 
have covered in some detail our views 
on these subjects. They should be read 
and studied by all concerned. The fol- 
lowing comments emphasize certain 
points : 

“(1) Air support by combat aviation 
should be reserved for decisive blows. 
Our system of an airground control point 
is intended to regulate its employment. 
Bear in mind the time factor between 
call and response; take one-half hour as 
minimum, and plan in advance for air 
support employment. Targets should be 
# designated as to be easily distinguished 
from the air. 

“(2) Tank battalions will be available 
foremployment for the first time in train- 
ing your forces. Bear in mind that we 
will have only a limited number and their 
we Should be reserved for decisive ac- 
tions. Do not disperse them or fritter 
them away in small detachments. Use 
them to clear out opposition impeding 
the infantry advance. Use them offen- 
sively on the defense as well as in attacks. 

“(3) Armored forces may work with 
ls or against us. In either case their 
method of action is based on surprise and 
early penetration to rear areas for de- 
struction of command and supply sys- 
tems and disorganization of rear ele- 
ments, They seek rear areas by wide 
wings or by penetration. They attack 
in great depth to insure continuity to 
their pressure or to permit swings to 
either flank. Bear in mind that they com- 
prise (1) mechanized units (scout cars 
ind motorcycles) ; (2) tank units (light 
ind medium) supported by self-propelled 
artillery; (3) a motorized infantry-artil- 
lery combat team, and finally, supply 
igencies, Our reconnaissance agencies 
should clearly understand these compon- 
its and in reporting state specifically 
which one has been found. The tank com- 
bohent is the important one. 

“First Army training Memoranda Nos. 
16 and 28 set forth the principles guid- 
ing defense against armored units. Offen- 
‘ive action is fundamental to success in 
meeting armored forces. With antitank 
mines, obstacles, and gunfire blocking an 
advance, our tanks and other gunfire sup- 
ported by air bombing should attack the 
lank mass before it can withdraw or 
‘wing to a flank. In case of a penetration, 
‘irround the tank mass, cutting off sup- 
ily, and destroy by gunfire and bombs. 
Remember that mechanized vehicles live 
® fuel and fight on ammunition. Destroy 
the sources of bullets and gas and you 
have dest royed the effectiveness of the 
mechanized weapon. While it is impor- 
lant that all units and installations create 
al anti-mechanized defenses, the main 
*bjective is to have available a mobile 
‘anlke attack force for the above purposes. 

(4) Parachute and air-borne troops 

















may be expected in our operations. Air- 
dromes, bridges, communication centers, 
supply points, and headquarters are ob- 
jectives for these forces. Surprise is es 
sential to their success, demanding an 
efficient observation and warning service. 
Our air force interceptor command has 
the first task of defeating such attacks 
by destroying them in the air. All ground 
troops and installations must organize 
local observation and warning services, 
create local obstacles, and have available 
local defense troops. In addition, divi- 
sions, army corps, and the army should 
have at hand motorized infantry and ar- 
tillery troops (with tanks if available) 
ready to surround and attack landed 
parachute and air-borne troops. Light air 
bombardment should be prepared to join 
in these operations, see First Army Train- 
ing Memoranda Nos. 13 and 25. 

“(5) Speed in operations is an ad 
vantage gained by extensive motoriza 
tion of our commands. We are now able 
to transport our divisions and accom 
panying troops over great distances in 
short periods, and to supply them at 
greatly increased distances. We are also 
uble to displace reserve units with greater 
facility to create crises or to meet them 
in decisive phases of combat. These are 
marked advances in the conduct of cam 
paigns and battles which should not be 
lost by timidity or by adhering to old 
time methods. Troops should be trained 
to these movements and especially to 
night movements without lights. How 
ever, in our training we should guard 
against these defects which have often 
been present: (a) failure to make ad 
vance reconnaissance of routes and ne 
glect to guard critical passageways, such 
as bridges, defiles, have caused disastrous 
delays; (b) lack of adequate traffic con 
trol, guidance and definite plans have re 
sulted in jams, crossing of columns; (c) 
failure to provide adequate security for a 
route column, especially a motorized ad 
vance guard, and antiaircraft protection 
during movement, have exposed troops 
in motors to surprises, hostile fire has re 
sulted in devastating losses. Troops have 
become road-bound, failing to take ad- 
vantage of cross-country movements. 
They thereby play into the hands of hos 
tile tanks. THIS IS A SERIOUS ER 
ROR. Cross-country movements in ap 
proaching and on the battlefield must 
become NORMAL, otherwise we will lose 
the advantages of concealment, shelter, 
and better tactical dispositions, as well 
as give them to the enemy. Except for 
weapons carriers, command cars, and 
communication and engineer combat ve 
hicles, I have directed that all command- 
ers prohibit truck vehicles to approach a 
battle area closer than the line of our 
light guns. 

“e. Intelligence and information—-Our 
First Army Training Memoranda Nos. 8 
and 9 and Intelligence notes, have 
stressed the importance of intelligence 
and information and have prescribed sys 
tems therefor. However, I do not desire 
to conclude these comments without fur 
ther emphasis on these important sub 
jects. Our weaknesses in this respect rest 
primarily in failure to educate the lower 
ranks as to the value of gathering in 
formation from all sources and transmit 
ting it rapidly to higher headquarters. 
This requires constant repetition and in 
sistence, especially in maneuvers where 
we must use our imagination to approxi 
mate actual combat conditions. We will 
encounter prisoners of war in these ex- 
ercises ; methods of handling and extract 
ing information from them should be 
known to all ranks. The old system of 
patrols, officer patrols, seems to be in 
discard, yet this system is most valuable 
in all types of situations. Do not hesitate 
to duplicate means to secure advance in- 
formation. Do not place all reliance on 
air reconnaissance, Use motor, horse, and 
foot potrols extensively in all operations. 

“In nearly all maneuvers I have at 
tended in the last year, one side has cap 
tured the orders of the other side, and 
thereby gained decisive information. 
Have we forgotten similar action at An 
tietam or Sharpsburg in September 18627 
Read again the historical account of the 
loss and the discovery, of a copy of Gen 
eral Lee’s orders, when a piece of paper 
was picked up by Union forces. Wrapped 
around three cigars it was found to be a 





copy of operations instructions from 
Headquarters, Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia, dated September 9, 1862. 

“There are many more examples of this 
type of carelessness in our military his- 
tories. Our distribution of combat orders 
is too extensive and too reckless. It is 
essential that we exercise greater care or 
failure will result. 

“d. Private property and recreation— 
In again expressing appreciation for the 
assistance of the people of North and 
South Carolina, I want to caution the 
Army to exercise special care of all pri- 
vate property. In addition to letting us 
use their land, these fine patriotic citi- 
zens have arranged recreational areas for 


your pleasure during rest days. Show 
your appreciation by protecting their 
lands as if they were your own. 

“e, Public Relations Division—A well 


informed public is the best safeguard for 
our American democratic system. There- 
fore, the duty of preparation for mobili- 
zation in accordance with law entails an 
obligation upon the military service to dis- 
seminate to the publie information which 
is not confidential and which is pertinent 
to an accurate knowledge of the Army 
of the United States. 


Spirit of the Army 

“In the last year we have gathered our 
selves into the fireat field unit known as 
the First Army. Spread from Maine to 
Georgia, we have built ourselves first into 
smaller units, such as companies, bat- 
teries, battalions, and regiments and then 
joining these into the higher commands, 
such as divisions, army corps, and corps 
and army troops. In each case we have 
created a local military family under the 
leadership of your commanders. Unit 
esprit de corps has been developed and 
plays an important role in our success. 
This human process parallels our demo- 
cratic governmental system and bespeaks 
for that unity so essential to success in 
the trying days of campaign. In this year 
of organization and training, the officers 
and enlisted men of the Army have con- 
ducted themselves in a manner of which 
I am proud. You have tried to learn and 
have succeeded. In the background of 
this unit development has been the ulti 
mate objective of a First Army team 
wherein all subordinate groups are com 
bined in spirit and in efficiency into a bat- 
tle team of first magnitude. These traits 
of fellowship—pride of organization, 
loyalty, and spirit of success, are essen 
tial attributes to all efficient military 
commands. They carry individuals and 
units to great heights of endeavor and 
through untold hardships, even to the su 
preme sacrifice. They spell success in 
battle. You have such qualities, and, like 
our predecessor, the First Army of St. 
Mihiel and the Meuse-Argonne Battles, 
will meet the demands of the Nation with 
success and unflinchingly. 

“In Generals Truesdell, Thompson, and 
Fredenhall we have able army corps lead- 
ers. Our division commanders have been 
with us for nearly a year, They have 
borne a great burden with success. Your 
care and welfare have been their tasks 
and I know you will follow them through 
“thick and thin.” Let us now turn our 
minds and efforts to this two months of 
training and do our best to prepare our 
selves to secure our Nation with efficiency 
and in the spirit of our Revolutionary 
forebears who won distinction in these 
parts.”

Stutes, both the offensive and the de- 
fensive methods have their advantages, 
Obviously, of course, neither one can be 
successful without the other. We must 
both hunt down enemy raiders and at 
the same time convoy our ships to pro- 


tect them against such hostile craft as 
elude our patrols. The proportions in 
which the two methods might be com- 


bined is, of course, a militury secret of 
the first importance. Much as we dis- 
like censorship, we must remember that 
if our potential enemies could tell ahead 
of time what measures we would take, 
they would naturally prepare to counter 
them in advance. Suffice it to say that 
our naval experts are studying both of- 
fensive and defensive methods of pro- 
tecting our shipping and, if necessary, 





will combine them into the most efficient 
system. 
First Steps Taken 

We have already taken the first steps 
to make the seas safe for our ships. 
President Roosevelt has expressed our 
position firmly and unequivocally: “No 
act of violence or intimidation will keep 
us from maintaining intact two bulwarks 
of defense: First, our line of supply of 
materiel to the enemies of Hitler, and 
second, the freedom of our shipping on 
the high seas.” And he has described 
what we intend to do with equal frank- 
ness: “Upon our naval and air patrol- 
now operating in large number over a 
vast expanse of the Atlantic Ocean—falls 
the duty of maintaining the American 
policy of freedom of the seas—now. 
That means, very simply and clearly, 
that our patrolling vessels and planes 
will protect all merchant ships—not only 
American ships but ships of any flag- 


engaged in commerce in our defensive 
waters. They will protect them from 


submarines ; they will protect them from 
surface raiders.” 

The protection of our foreign com- 
merce, with which all this is concerned, 
is of vital importance, not only to the 
United States, but to every nation of 
the Western Hemisphere. We are all in 
the same boat, If the shipping of one 
of us is attacked, it will not be long be 
fore we all suffer, The United States 
has shown its realization of this in its 
reaction of anger and resentment at the 
German attacks on vessels flying the flag 
of the Republic of Panama, The United 
States is the principal naval power in 
this hemisphere. As such, it must bear 
the chief burden of maintaining the 
freedom of the seas for all the commer- 
cial shipping of the Americas. It is 
ready to carry this burden and to main- 
tain that freedom against all attack.

Funds Asked for N.A.C.A. 

A budget request for an additional $1, 
424,000 in appropriations and an increase 
of $6,207,500 in the authorized of 
construction of the Ames Aeronautical 
Laboratory, at Moffett Field, Calif., was 
submitted to Congress this week by Presi 
dent Roosevelt, 
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Field Ration Regulations 

Regulations governing distribution and 
handling of the field ration for the Army 
have been prepared and issued by the 
War Department as Circular No. 195, 

These regulations, as stated previously, 
become effective as of 1 Oct. They con- 
tinue in effect the field ration which was 
tried on an experimental basis for three 
months. Several important changes in 
procedure, however, have been made, 

Exempt from use of the field ration 
are the Army War College, the Military 
Academy, ali general hospitals, stations 
of the Army Air Forces, and such other 
stations not exceeding an _ enlisted 
strength of 2,500 men as may be approved 
by corps area commanders. Among the 
smaller stations which may be exempted 
are such facilities as reception und induc- 
tion stations where strengths fluctuate 
widely. 

The regulations, in substance provide: 

effective 1 Oct, Circular No. 28, as amended 
by Section I, Circular No, 41; Section ILI, Cir- 
cular No. 119; Section 1V, Circular No. 125; 
Section I, Circular No, 1701, and Section I, Cir- 
cular No, 181, and AG letter of 11 March 
11 are rescinded and the new regulations 
substituted. 

Existing commissaries in continental United 
States will consist of ‘sales commissaries” and 
“field commissaries’’ the latter being the for- 
mer “organization comrissaries.” 

Accounts of organization commissaries will 
be closed out as of 30 Sept., and reopened 
1 Oct. as field commissaries, according to the 
circular, 

Where separate commissioned officers are 
assigned, they will be known as sales. officer 
and officer in charge of field commissary. 
Where one officer is assigned, he will be desig- 
nated sales officer, 

Sales commissaries are established for sales 
to individuals, if authorized by commanding 
officer, and to organizations operating on the 
garrison ration system. They will be operated 
under AR 35-6660, and will obtain all articles 
from field commissaries. 

Field commissaries wil be established at all 
s.utlons where field ration is prescribed. They 
will not sell to individuals, will sell to or- 
gunizations only where no sales commissary 
in operated, 

‘Ine primary function of field commissaries 
is the timely issue of field rations of the 
quality and in the quantity prescribed in the 
approved menus. When in the interest of econ- 
omy, due to fluctuations in prices or non- 
uvailability of supply at marketing centers 
or other purchasing agencies, it is considered 
desirable to make substitutions of items for 
those prescribed in the menu, sales officers or 
officers in charge of field commissaries and 
officers in charge of marketing centers are 
authorized to make such substitutions, When 
substitutions are contemplated at a market- 
ing center the officer in charge will notify the 
officer in charge of the field commissary at 
the earliest possible date of the substitutions 
that will be made, The officer in charge of the 
field commissary is charged with the re- 
sponsibility of notifying organization com- 
manders that such substitutions in the menu 
will be made. 

“The value of the field ration to be used 
in computing the average daily cost of field 
ration menus will be the value of the garrison 
ration for the month, which is two months 
prior to the month during which the menus 
will be used, decreased by two cents. For 
example, menus for November will be com- 
puted on the value of the garrison ration, 
less two cents, for September. In preparing 
the monthly report, the value of the field ra- 
tion which may be expended will be deter- 
mined by reducing the cost of the garrison 
ration for that month by two cents, 

“Officers’ messes will be organized and op- 
erated under the provisions of AR 210-60. 
When, due to the exigencies of the service, 
it is desirable that officers mess with organ- 
izations, the number of such officers for whom 
the field rations are to be drawn will be re- 
ported on daily ration strength returns, and 
the field rations will be drawn for such offi- 
cers. .. . By eonsolidating reports reecived 
from subordinate units each post, camp, or 
station will prepare a report in quadruplicate, 
listing by name the officers for whom the field 
rations were drawn, the number of rations 
drawn for each officer, and the amount due 
the United States from each officer computed 
at e rate of fifty cents per ration.” 


Army “Plucking” Board 
(Continued from First Page) 
about the problem, the Secretary ex- 
pressed a hope that the newspaper men 
would keep these facts in mind when they 
prepare articles and write them with a 
view to the good of the country and fair- 
ness to all. “You can see,” he said, “that 
hardships will be increased if you deal 
with personal names and cases. That is 
what will hurt. Such action may make a 
faithful and patriotic man’s life intoler- 

able for him.” 





Find Maneuver Critique 


Highlights of the critique delivered by 
Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, Chief of Staff, 
General Headquarters, and Director of 
the Maneuvers, following completion on 
28 Sept. of the second phase of the Sec- 
ond and Third Army exercises in Louisi- 
ana, follow: 

“Although voluminous detailed com- 
ment on the second phase is to be com- 
piled, it is felt that those on the first 
phase will suffice. While there was im- 
provement that is, fewer faults, the mass 
of deficiencies were repeated to some de- 
gree at least. Nor was it to be expected 
otherwise, for faults are not remedied 
overnight. ... 

“If there is any one lesson which stands 
out above all others, it is the decisive in- 
fluence of destroyed bridges. In spite of 
outstandingly intense and effective ef- 
forts of the Engineers, it: was demon- 
strated that the destruction is vastly 
easier than repdir. ... It is folly to start 
the movement of large bodies of troops 
until the route is secure, for the net re- 
sult is to place the troops on the road— 
subjecting them to destruction with no 
compensating advantage, no progress. If 
covering forces are pushed forward on a 
wide front, practically all routes can be 
reconnoitered simultaneously. If it proves 
possible to seize certain routes entirely 
and prevent destruction, then a swift ad- 
vance by large forces is feasible. If there 
is no route left open, one or more can be 
selected and prepared before large bodies 
of troons are started in motion. . . . The 
logic of such a general procedure seems 
unassailable, yet there were repeated vio- 
lations of any such conception, resulting 
in countless traffic jams which in war 
would-have resulted in inevitable and in- 
defensible slaughter. 

“There were great masses of missing 
identifications, both personnel and ve- 
hicle. While some of the causes of this 
condition are appreciated, the dominant 
aspect is lack of discipline and effective 
command. 

“The crossing of the Sabine by the Pro- 
visional Armored Corps was a fine feat, 
although the maneuvers ended before the 
advantage could be exploited. However, 
it is natural to inquire why the river was 
not guarded more thouroughly by Red... 
especially since Blue’s presence in forces 
west of the Sabine was well known to 
OG, <<. 

“The essential effectiveness of supply 
was an outstanding feature of the ma- 
neuver. Combat commanders and the ser- 
vices alike deserve the highest praise for 
the results achieved... . 

“I feel emphatically that leadership 
and command can and must be improved 
—and I refer to no particular echelon... . 

“The completion of these maneuvers 
closes a major cycle of training. What 
comes next? The answer lies in the 
masses of faults which commanders of 
all echelons have brought out time after 
time and which must be corrected as soon 
as possible. ... There is no question that 
many of the weaknesses developed in 
these maneuvers are repeated again and 
again for lack of discipline. A commander 
who cannot develop proper discipline 
must be replaced.”

The War Situation 


One by one important centers of the 
Ukraine are being captured by the Nazi 
war machine. The Russians have ac- 
knowledged the capture of Poltava which 
is in an agricultural region and the center 
of textile mills. Poltava is about 150 
miles east of the Dnieper River. One 


“hundred and fifty miles to the eastward 


of Poltava is the most important indus- 
trial city of the Ukraine—Kharkov. The 
loss of its tractor, machine, locomotive 
and other munitions making plants will 
be a severe blow to the Russians. To the 
eastward and southward of Kharkov lies 
a section of the Ukraine comparable to 
the industrial concentration around litts- 
burgh. It contains all the Ukraine’s coal, 
most of the steel, and a good proportion 
of the power and manufacturing output. 


Since the fall of Kiev, Ukraine’s cap- 
ital, on 19 September, the Nazi advance 
on this southern front has been rapid and 
has succeeded in . utting the lines of com- 
munications between Crimea and the 
mainland. In Crimea is located Sevas- 
topol, the main Russian Black Sea Naval 
base. It is about 150 miles south of the 
Nazi forces now skirting the Black Sea. 
In pushing on through the Ukraine 
toward the oil fields of the Caucasus, 
Odessa has been left in the rear still in 
the hands of the Russians. It seems likely 
that no attempt will be made to capture 
Sevastopol at the present time and that 
it will be left in the rear the same as 
Odessa. However, Russian naval su- 
premacy in the Black Sea which is based 
on Sevastopol must be destroyed before 
Germany can use the Black Sea as a high- 
way for the transportation of the oil of 
the Caucasus which is conceded to be one 
of the main objectives of Hitler’s attack 
on Russia. 


Even though Nazi forces have driven 
deep into vital sections of Russia and is 
advancing rapidly on the southern front, 
Russian armies do not seem to be facing 
annihilation, in fact, quite the reverse, 
they continue to counter attack. It is re- 
ported that there is a fully equipped Rus- 
sian army of 500,000 in the Caucasus 
ready to move to battle front when con- 
sidered advisable. According to Russian 
reports, the Nazi lines are crumbling on 
a 300-mile front before Moscow and that 
seventeen towns have been captured, also, 
that this drive has relieved the pressure 
on Leningrad. 


Notwithstanding the claims of the 
Russian High Command, the fall of 
Leningrad is expected. Nazi successes, 
both in the north and south, will deprive 
the Russian armies of many sources of 
supplies which are essential to carry on 
modern warfare. These sources of sup- 
plies may not be as vital as estimated by 
neutral observers. Italian reports say 
that the Russians still have 35,000 to 40,- 
000 tanks and 35,000 planes in spite of 
the heavy losses inflicted by the Axis. 

Hitler and his armies are a long way 
from their home bases. His lines of com- 
munications pass through conquered and 
hostile countries. He is dependent on 
these countries for a large part of his 
supplies. Sabotage and guerrilla warfare 
are reported from all of the conquered 
countries. 





Service Pay Board 
(Continued from First Page) 
tion, the Navy dissenting from the other 
services and holding that pay should be 
based on rank, rather than length of ser- 
vice. 

To simplify the matter of service pay, 
there is the possibility that the service 
delegates will merely recommend a flat 
percentage increase in all pay scales. This 
solution would make possible the side- 
stepping of many controversial questions 
arising among the services. 

In his acknowledgement of the Sen- 
ate’s request for legislation, Secretary of 
War Stimson contented himself with the 
statement that he had contacted the other 
services as requested, and that legisla- 
tion would be submitted “as soon as prac- 
ticable.”

Furloughs For Soldiers 


The War Department made the follow 
ing announcement this week : , 

“The liberal furlough policy indicated i 
AR 615-275, as modified by Section ITI, Ciret- 
lar No. 133, 1940, authorizing certain com 
manding officers to grant furloughs to e&- 
listed men under their control on the basi 
of 30 days a year and for such brief addi 
tional periods as may be necessary, will be 
followed by all commanders. 

“During periods immediately following 
maneuvers or similar specialized training 
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periods and during the Christmas holidays, 
50 per cent of the individuals in an organist 
tion may be authorized furloughs at any 0” 
time. At other times, the 15 per cent n0¥ 
authorized by regulations will not be & 
ceeded. Furloughs will not be granted whilt 
organizations are on maneuvers or to indi 
viduals who are undergoing training in tf 
placement training centers, and officer ca 
didate schools except that emergency fur 
loughs may be authorized at any time.
